UMAR WIRADHADIKUSUMAH TIPPED FOR VICE PRESIDENCY

[Text] Jakarta, 25 Feb (AFP)--The contest for Indonesian vice president was 
thrown open today after three pro-government factions in the People's Con- 
sultative Assembly (MPR) backed former Army Chief of Staff General Umar 
Wirahadikusumah,. 


Gen Umar today unexpectedly emerged as the prospective Indonesian vice presi- 
dent. after three pro-government factions in the People's Consultative Assembly 


today selected him as their sole candidate. 


Representatives of the three factions--the armed forces, the army-backed Golkar 
Party and delegates of the provinces which together form the majority in the 
assembly--met President Suharto at his residence in Cendana this morning to 
notif-:7 him of their decision for the post now held by Adam Malik. 


But the choice is believed to have been made with the prior tacti agreement 
of the president himself, making the general's election virtually certain. 


The two factions in the MPR representing the Moslem United Development Party 
(PPP) and the small democratic "PDI" are expected to follow suit and present 
Umar Wirahadikusumah also as their candidate. 


The announcement ends a month-long guessing game about the future vice presi- 
dent, who is to be elected, along with the president, by the assembly early 


next month, 


Gen Umar, a 58-year-old retired four-star general and the current chairman of 
the State Audit Board, is the most senior officer in the army hierarchy 
(topped by the country's 14 four-star generals) after General Suharto. 


The most senior officer is actually Gen Abdul Harris Nasution, but he is in 
the opposition. 


Gen Umar is believed to have been the choice of the army forces faction in the 
assembly. "He is the choice of the generals," one military source said today. 














If elected on 11 March, the final day of the MPR General Session, he will be 
the first military officer to hold the vice presidency. Sultan Hamengkubuwono 
IX, vice president from 1973-78, was only an honorary general. 


Observers here say that as the prospective first military vice president, Gen 
Umar, a Moslem, stands a good chance of succeeding President Suharto. 


The president indicated last July that his coming fourth term would be his 
last. Being the sole candidate for the presidency, President Suharto's re- 
election on 10 March is already certain. 


Gen Umar was Jakarta military commander during the alleged communist coup in 
1965 and helped Suharto, then strategic reserve (Kostrad) commander, crush it. 


Mr Umar soon replaced Mr Suharto as Kostrad chief and became army chief of 
staff in 1969. He has been chairman of the State Audit Board (BPK) since 1973. 


Regarded as an honest civil servant, Mr Umar was described by one local analyst 
as an appropriate choice for the vice presidency, partly because as a longtime 
BPK chief, he has already performed duties similar to those of the vice 


presidency. 


Since 1978, the vice president, whose function is largely honorary, has been 
entrusted with supervising development programs in order to stamp out in- 
efficiency and corruption. 


“As a strong man with integrity and 10 years' experience on the State Audit 
Board," noted a local editor, “Umar is well-suited for the job." 


Observers said Gen Umar, a Sundanese (from the Sunda Islands), who keeps a 
low-profile, is not a politically ambitious man. They added that this may 
have been one of the reasons why Suharto favours him. 


Mr Adam Malik, vice president since 1978 and a former foreign minister, is 
known for his outspoken ways. He is one of the most well-known Indonesian 
personalities abroad. In an interview with the news magazine TEMPO recently, 
he expressed strong criticism of the Indonesian political system.

MUSLIM EXTREMIST RECAPTURED BY AUTHORITIES IN SOUTH SUMATERA

[Text] Jakarta, 3 Mar (AFP)--Top Moslem extremist Imran Bin Hohamad Zein 
(32), who escaped last January was recaptured by Indonesian authorities last 
Monday in Kuala Simpang Village, near Lubuk Linggau in South Sumatera, in- 
formed sources disclosed today. 


Imran, condemned to death on charges of subverions last year, escaped on 
22 January from the Jakarta Military Garrison Prison. There was no news of 
his whereabouts until today. 


His escape was not reported in the Indonesian press. 


The sources said Imran was while in a bus during a police raid in 
the small south Sumateran village. The passengers were ordered out of the bus 
and Imran's identity was later checked in Lubuk Linggau and then in the town of 


Palembang. 
He was flown to Jakarta early Tuesday. 


Imran, who lived in Mecca for four years, was proclaimed Imam of the 'Jimaah 
Imran’ group in 1980. The extremist group is said to have some 300 followers 
in Java and Sumatra. 


Imran was found guilty and condemned to death last year of having masterminded 
an armed attack on a police station in Cicenoo, Bandung (West Java) on 
11 March, 1981. Three policemen were killed and a fourth badly injured in 


the assault. 


The ‘Imam" also allegedly masterminded the hijack of a Garuda Indonesian Air- 
lines DC-9 to Bangkok's Don Muang Airport at the end of March 1981.

COMMENTARY DISMISSES SRV TROOP PULLOUT OFFER

[Unattributed commentary: "Vietnam's Overture and Offer"] 


[Text] To reciprocate India's goodwill in not only keeping the Kampuchean 
seat vacant but also not inviting Prince Sihanouk to New Delhi, Vietnam has 
organized a meeting of the foreign ministers of the Indochinese countries in 
Vientiane as a prelude to the forthcoming nonaligned summit conference. 


During the meeting, Vietnam referred to its occupation forces in Kampuchea 
as volunteers, saying that they will be withdrawn by stages each year on the 
basis of security consideration. 


The purpose of the Vientiane meeting was to prevent condemnation of Vietnam's 
occupation of Kampuchea at the forthcoming nonaligned summit in New Delhi. 

As we know, the draft resolution distributed by India to participating 
countries of the forthcoming summit, stresses the need to withdraw all 
foreign troops from Kampuchea and Afghanistan, although the draft does not 
mention Vietnam and the Soviet Union by name. 





Therefore, now that India has distributed the draft resolution, it can be ex- 
pected that Vietnam and the Soviet Union will announce partial withdrawals of 
their occupation troops from Kampuchea and Afghanistan. However, UN resolu- 
tions on Kampuchea and Afghanistan call for a total and not a partial with- 
drawal of foreign troops from the two nonaligned Asian countries. 


As co-sponsors of the UN resolutions on Kampuchea, Indonesia, Malaysia and 
Singapore--the nonaligned countries within ASEAN--will definitely reject the 


offer made by Vietnam. 


One new thing which emerged from the Vientiane meeting was that the Vietnamese 
occupation forces in Kampuchea were termed volunteer troops. This was to 
ridicule China, which during the Korean war sent in regular troops but called 
them volunteers. However, while during the Korean war the Chinese troops 

fought against American forces under the UN banner, in the Kampuchean war the 
Vietnamese troops are not fighting against foreign troops but against Kam- 
puchean resistance fighters. Whether Vietnam's offer at the Vientiane meeting 
can prevent condemnation of its military intervention in Kampuchea at the forth- 
coming nonaligned summit conference in New Delhi remains to be seen.

COMMANDER CITES NEED FOR INDIAN OCEAN DEFENSE

[Text] The commander of the lst North Sumatera and West Kalimantan Territor- 
ial Defense Command, Lt Gen Susilo Sudarman, said it is imperative to further 
strengthen the territorial resilience along the western coasts of Sumatera 
and its islands, since the Indian Ocean and the coastal as well as the in- 
terior region attract not only world attention, but also constitute a ser- 
ious problem in international politics.

He stressed that the lst Territorial Defense Command, whose jurisdiction 
reaches the Indian Ocean, has felt the urgency to strengthen the resilience 
along the western coastal areas. 


Meanwhile, the Simeulu Islanders have conveyed their pledge for the reelec- 
tion and renomination of retired General Suharto as the next president of 
the Republic of Indonesia.

SUBROTO ON OPEC CONSULTATIONS ON PRICING

[Text] OPEC countries are scheduled to hold an emergency meeting next week to 
discuss current crude oil prices, OPEC crude production ceilings, production 
quotas for each member country and divergent views among member countries. 
This was disclosed by Mining and Energy Minister Subroto at a press confer- 
ence in Jakarta today. He said that since OPEC member countries failed to 
reach an agreement at their meeting in Vienna in December 1982 and in Geneva 
in January 1983, Indonesia has undertaken the task of maintaining OPEC unity 
and preventing OPEC members from taking individual actions. It was for this 
reason that Indonesia had moved that OPEC should convene a consultative or 


emergency meeting. 


{Begin Subroto recording] Lately, particularly following subsequent events 

in the oil industry--with the BNOC [British National Oil Corporation] an- 
nouncing its willingness to reduce its crude oil price--followed by Nigeria... 
and earlier we noticed that the Soviet Union lowered its oil price, and Egypt 
did the same--we have held very intensive consultations among OPEC members 

in order to meet again as a followup to the meetings in Vienna in December 
1982 and Geneva in January 1983. We feel members should reconvene to discuss 
and solve the problems faced by OPEC. [end recording] 


Minister Subroto said that in order to ensure that the OPEC meeting would 

not fail the third time, it was necessary that a prior consensus should be 
reached on the basic problems faced by OPEC member-countries. The mining and 
energy minister did not specify the date and site of the projected OPEC meet- 
ing. It was Indonesia's belief that if the world oil market was such that it 
required a cut in the OPEC benchmark, the decision must be jointly taken at an

"AFP' ON FINANCIAL WOES OF PERTAMINA OIL COMPANY

[Text] Jakarta, 26 Feb (AFP)--Indonesia's state oil company, has been in fi- 
nancial difficulties for severai months largely because of falling oil sales, 
and is now $200 million behind in its payments, reliable sources say here. 


Indonesia is the fifth biggest producer in the Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC), and is the biggest oil exporter in Asia. Oil re- 
venues account for 70 percent of its budget revenue, but the government is 
believed to be seeking a $600 million loan from the International Monetary 
Fund following the sharp fall in oil prices. 


However, the problems now experienced by PERTAMINA have nothing in common with 
the corrupticu and bad management in 1975 which brought the company to the 


verge of bankruptcy. 


The firm's public relations director, M. H. Muftie, told the press on Thurs- 
day that in three government refining projects, PERTAMINA was merely carrying 
out government projects. He added that the government had several billion 
dollars in the bank, 


Payments have been delayed mainly to the U.S. Bechtel Corporation, the U.S. 
Fluor Eastern firm, and the Spanish Technicas Reunidas y Centunion Company, 
which are building three refineries costing a total of $3 billion. 


But PERTAMINA has not kept to agreed payments deadlines during several months 
because it has a cash problem. 


The Ministry of Finance, which does not have good relations with PERTAMINA, 
recently demanded urgent payment of overdue tax liabilities totalling about a 
billion dollars. This was believed to have caused a severe strain on the 


company reserves, 


An expert who is close to the company commented that the payments problem did 
not threaten the firm itself, but was more a problem for the state which was 
trying to delay currency outflows as much as possible. 
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Indonesia's public and private debts total $26 billion, and the balance of 
payments deficit is estimated to be $7.5 billion for the fiscal year from 
1 April 1982 to 31 March 1983. 


Reliable sources have said that overdue payments will be made as soon as 
possible. 


The PERTAMINA President, Brigadier General Judo Sumbono, is in the United 
States for talks with his main customers and suppliers, oil sources said. 
The United States buys 47 percent of Indonesia's oil exports. 


Meanwhile, a manager of the Technicas Reunidas y Centunion firm, which is 
building the Dumai Refinery west of Sumatera, recently went to Jakarta to 
“negotiate over delayed payments," reliable sources said, adding "part of 
the debt was settled after this visit and PERTAMINA has promised to bring 
the situation back to normal as soon as possible." 


A few months ago the PERTAMINA president told a parliamentary commission that 
the firm needed the means to carry out government projects. 


The government and PERTAMINA have launched am ambitious investment programme 
costing more than $4 billion which was approved in the atmosphere of euphoria 
of 1979 when the prices of oil products rose sharply. 


One expert commented that PERTAMINA had overestimated its financial capacity, 
although at the time it was difficult to forecast the subsequent reversal 


of oil market sentiment. 


The oil minister, Professor Subroto, forecast 10 months ago that Indonesia 
would be producing 1.6 million barrels of oil a day in 1983 and more than 
1.8 million in 1985, 


PERTAMINA and its main contractors, CALTEX and Total Indonesia, are actually 
producing slightly more than a million barrels a day, the ministry has said. 
This compares with average output over the past 6 months of nearly 1.3 million 


barrels. 


During the last 2 weeks exports have been running at about 500,000 barrels a 
day, experts estimate. 


In order to continue selling at the official OPEC price of $34 a barrel, 
Indonesia is allowing its main customers in the United States and Japan a 
credit period of between 60 and 120 days, reliable sources said. 

They add that these delays amount to a discount of several dollars a barrel. 


Experts expect the price of Indonesian oils to fall by $3-5 a barrel. 


If exports run at the level of 850,000 barrels a day, a $5 fall would mean a 
cut in revenue of about $1.5 billion a year.

DROUGHT IN IRIAN JAYA SPREADS TO OTHER ISLANDS 
Paris LE MONDE in French 17 Feb 83 p 32 
{[Article: "Drought in Indonesia: More Than 300 Die in Irian Jaya"} 


[Text] The drought which has raged in Irian Jaya for nearly a year and 
which has already caused three hundred deaths has spread to several other 
islands of eastern Indonesia. According to the Jakarta daily SINAR HARAPAN, 
nearly one million people are threatened by the drought, particularly in 
Timor. 


In addition there is fear that the 1983 rice harvest will be less than 
20,000,000 tons instead of the 25,000,000 tons predicted. Depending on the 
locality, the 1983 crop has already been afflicted by drought or flooding 
and is now suffering the invasion of insects, known as wereng, which are 
ravaging the crops of northern Sumatra. 


The WALL STREET JOURNAL reports that because of these conditions the 
Indonesian Government will ask the U.S.A. to resume its food aid with rice, 
under the PL-480 program, which was stopped last year because of several 
successive good harvests. Indonesia had hoped to achieve self-sufficiency 
in rice by the end of the 80's. The purpose of this aid is to allow Bulog, 
the state organization in charge of the rice trade, to increase its inade- 
quate stocks. Bulog has already imported half a million tons of rice from 
Burma, the Philippines, Thailand and Taiwan.

MAIN NAVAL BASE--—Jakarta, 17 Feb (AFP)-—-The main base of the Indonesian 

Navy will be transferred from Surabaya, East Java, to the Ratai Gulf in the 
south of Sumatra, Minister of Defence General Mohamad Yusuf has said. At a 
meeting with many brass in Surabaya this week, General Yusuf said this 
project would cost about 3 billion U.S. dollars and take three to four 

years to complete. It has also been accorded top military priority, ANTARA 
News Agency reported. The minister, who is also commander of the armed 
forces, further said that the navy will be re-organized into three main task 
forces--one in the west, another in the centre to be based at the present 
Surabaya facility and the third in the east. A general reserve force will 
be put on a standby basis to provide assistance whereever needed, the gen- 
eral said. The navy, he added, will be further strengthened with new sub- 
marines and other equipment to be purchased abroad. The government has in 
recent years acquired three Corvettes from The Netherlands, 2 submarines from 
West Germany, 6 fast patrol ships from South Korea and one training ship 
from Yugoslavia, all newly built, and some 25 French Exocet missiles.

KPNLF'S THACH RENG DISCUSSES OPERATIONS, INTERNECINE RIVALRIES 


Bangkok MATUPHUM In Thai 24 Jan 83 pp l, 2 


{Interview with General Thach Reng, the Commander of the KPNLF, by 
Phanmet Na Ranong: “We Won't Ask For Anything Besides Rice, Weapons 
and Ammunition"; date and place not specified] 


[Text] The fighting between the Vietnamese and the united 
coalition front in Kampuchea continues unabated. Recently, 
the Vietnamese were able to re-take Ban Yang Daengkum 
from the Khmer Seri. In this battle, at least 100 

Khmer Seri soldiers were killed. Many militarists feel 
that during the next 2-3 months, the level of fighting 
will gradually increase. MATUPHUM interviewed General 
Thach Reng, age 50, who is one of the four members’ on 
the joint committee of the KPNLF (Son Sann) Combat Command. 
He was the commander who seized Ban Yang Deangkum, 

which has now been re-taken by the Vietnamese. This 
interview dealt with the present political and military 
Situation in Kampuchea. 


{Question] Since your are the person who is improving the combat system 
for the united front, would you tell us how much has been done and 
have any difficulties been encountered? 


[Answer] The forces here have had good training. These past 3 years 
were the initial stage, that is, preparations and improvements were 
made and the soldiers were trained in guerrilla tactics. At present, 
we are in the second stage. We are carrying on guerrilla operations, 
and we have scored many achievements. 

[Question] Have the three factions ever conducted joint combat operations? 
[Answer] We have never conducted joint operations. I do not think the 

time has come for this. This is too soon. However, the coalition government 
has scored good political achievements in the United Nations. It would 

be difficult to carry on joint combat operations. The ideology and 

ideals of the Khmer Rouge are different from ours, and in the past we were 
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enemies. How can you [oin hands with a person who has just slapped 
you in the face? 






[Question] But Prince Sinanouk's faction is not communist. Have you 
ever conducted joint combat operations with them? 







[Answer] We nave close relations with Prince Sihanouk's faction. But 
this has not reached the point of conducting joint combat operations. 






[Question] There were once reports that the coalition government would 
form a combat command. [Can you tell us about this?] 






{Answer} This is secret. I cannot give you any details. But you know 
that we fight like guerrillas with mobile bases. 







[Question] There have been reports of conflicts between the united 
front faction and the Moulinaka faction in the Ban Nong Chan refugee 
area concerning the matter of the aid that foreign units are giving 
to the refugees. 






























[Answer] We have never had any conflicts with the Sihanoux faction. 
Relations between our two groups are good. The only conflicts are with 
the Khmer Rouge. 





{Question} Would you please tell what has been happening, or the tactics 
used, in the fighting against Vietnam? 


} I will teil you about what took place at Ban Yang Deangkun, 
which 1S an important base of the Vietnamese. This was a well-fortified 
base and so in attacking it, we had to rack our brains in making plans. 
That is, we couldn't confront them directly. This is a method that 
Vietnan used against the United States during the time of the Vietnamese 
War. Simply, Vietnam is now in the position that the United States 
was in then and we are in the position that Vietnam was in. We use 
nit-ancd-run tactics. At present, Vietnam is in a defensive position. 

As for the Vietnamese troops, most of the soldiers are from southern 
Vietnam. They are likely to flee the battlefield because they do not 
want to fight.

[Question] Has there been any signs that Vietnam has begun to mobilize 
Manpower in the dry season? 


[Answer] We have obtained some information on this from Vietnamese 

captives and defectors. But things are still not very clear. However, 
instead of sitting back and waiting for the Vietnamese to attack us, 

we have launched operations first. We nave received reports that Vietnam 
has brought up reinforcements. In the area of the Vietnamese 5th Battalion, 
which is the unit that is closest to our base, it looks as if they 

are making preparations. But they have not initiated any action. However, 
the dry season will not end until May and so there is still time. 


{Question} Why hasn't Vietnam taken any action yet? Do you know any 

of the reasons tor this? 

[Answer] Vietnam just experienced a defeat on the international political 
level in the United Nations. Thus, they have to wait for a chance to 
Salvage the situation on the military front. During 25-28 September, 

we ambushed Vietnamese forces, and they suffered heavy losses. This 
occurred at Ban Phrao. And we cut communications between Ban 

and Ban Yangh Deangkum. Thus, Ban Yang Deangkum was cut of 
that, we turned to Sisophon and attacked various villages held by the 
Vietnamese. We succeeded in destroying and capturing Vietnamese war 
materials and communications equipment. After the fighting in September 
ended, the commander of the Vietnamese 5th Battalion was replaced. 

We don't know whether our attacks had anything to do with his being 


replaced or not.

[Question] Is Vietnam still building roads using Kampucheans conscripted 
for this work? 


[Answer] Vietnam began building roads at the beginning of November. 
But they have stopped now. They stopped about 2 to 3 weeks ago. We 
do not know why. It may be because we have becun to launch heavy attacks. 


uestion] Would you discuss the matter of Vietnam using poison gas 


[Q 
to destroy its enemies? 
[Answer] As for the containers that we have found, they have not contained 
microtoxins but rather CS gas, which is like tear gas, which is gas 

that 1s used Guring clashes. But concerning such gas, if the concentration 
is increased, it can be dangerous too. However, it 1S not Our task 

and we do not have the capabilities to analyze such substances to determine 
what kind of gas it is. But the gas that we have encountered is like 

tear gas, although it is much stronger. This gaS saps a person's strength, 
with the effect lasting about 5 to 6 hours. In 1980, a north Vietnamese 
officer defected to us and stayed with us for 1 year. This officer 

was an expert from a chemical weapons unit. He told us that this gas 

and powder can kill if the concentration is increased. Vietnamese troops 
used this type of gas last November. They tried to use it when they 
retreated. But luck was against them because the wind shifted and blew 

the gas in their direction instead of toward us. And none of them had 

gas masks. Some of them lost consciousness; we captured many of them. 


[Question] Have the Vietnamese ever used guerrilla tactics to attack 
the bases of their enemies? 


[Answer] At present, things are like they were before. Vietnam 1s on 

the defensive while we are on the offensive. Thus, they cannot use 
guerrilla tactics against us. This is because whenever they go anywhere, 
they have to go in a large group. Since they move in such a large group, 
they cannot move quickly. Thus, hit-and-run tactics are suitable for 
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us but not for them. But if Vietnam employs small gorups like us, they 
will be ambushed immediately. Thus, Vietnam uses large-scale tactics 


to suppreess us. 


{Question} Do you have information on the internal system or do you 
Know the political positions of the Vietnamese? 


[Answer] Based on what captured Vietnamese and Heng Samrin soldiers 
have said, it can be said that we know almost everything about the 
positions and strength of these units. But we can't disclose anything 
Since this 1S a military secret of ours. 


[Question] Since the coalition government was formed, it seems as if 
the government has not been able to “get things on track." Thus, some 
people feel that nothing has been accomplished. This can be observed 
from tne support given. Countries have just given promises. It does 
not seem as if the cooperation between the three Khmer factions will 


amount to anything. 


[Answer] Diplomatically, we have scored a victory in the United Nations. 
Militarily, we are making continual progress, and people continue to 
come j01n us. The only thing is that we lack weapons. The agreement 

that the three factions signed in Kuala Lumpur states that each faction 
will maintain its Own position and powers. The agreement says only 

that the three factions will not fight each other and that the common 
enemy 1S Vietnam. Also, our government is not governing the country. 

It was formed in order to fight the Vietnamese. 


{Question] Has Vietnam ever used aircraft to attack its enemies? 





[Answer] Vietnam has not yet used aircraft against us. But if we succeed 
in inflicting heavy losses on Vietnam and Vietnam feels that it is 
losing, I think that it will use aircraft. But at present, the fighting 
is taking place near the Thai border. This may be one reason why Vietnam 
has not dared use aircraft. This might provoke the Thais, and aircraft 
might stray into and crash in Thailand. 


[Question] I would like you to discuss the matter of poison gaS again. 
Have the gas canisters that you have found had any markings or letters 
on them that would indicate where they were produced? 


[Answer] There were just the tips of the shells. But they were different 
from the tips of ordinary shells. But we don't know what they were 

filled with. There are just a few numbers, which we do not understand. 
There are no letters. Besides this, there are some blue and green markings. 


[Question] Recently, representatives from the United Nations came to 
check the matter of chemical weapons being used in Kampuchea. Did you 


let them see these canisters? 
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{[Answer|] We could not take these into Thailand because Thai officials 
forbid us from taking such items into Thailand. These representatives 
visited only the refugee camps, which are in Thailand. Thus, we could 
not take these canisters to them since they are in our base camp area. 
But we still have them. 


[Question] What are the obstacles that you are now confronting? 


[Answer] At present, we still lack food, that is, rice, weapons for 

the soldiers and ammunition. If we had adequate supplies of these three 
things, Our army could advance. But at present, we still lack these 
things. We are not asking for anything more than this. 


{Question} Prince Sihanouk has said that it will probably not be possible 
to liberate Kampuchea using military force only. On the other hand, 

you have said that you need weapons and ammunition. How much do you 

need, and how long will you need such support before you liberate 
Kampuchea? 


[Answer] We agree with Prince Sihanouk. And we took this position even 
before he did. Our view is that, while applying military pressure, 

we will apply political pressure too. It will not be possible to win 
militarily unless we win politically too. Diplomatic, political and 
military activities must be carried on simultaneously. 


[Question] Some countries have charged that the Khmer groups that are 
opposing Vietnam are serving as a buffer for Thailand. But looking 

at the reverse side of this, don't you think that the more nilitary 

pressure you exert, the more Vietnam will step up its suppression operations, 
which will give rise to a greater flow of refugees into Thailand? 


[Answer] That view of theirs is completely at odds with our view. As 

for what they are afraid of, just the reverse is true. They are afraid 
that if we become stronger and begin to fight Vietnam, the fighting 

will result in refugees being forced to flee into Thailand. But this 

will only happen if we do not receive aid. Because at present, the 

truth is that, every time that Vietnam attacks us, we do not have enough 
materials to defend ourselves. Thus, we have to move the civilians 

into Thailand. But if we were strong enough to defend ourselves, we 

could exert pressure on the Vietnamese to retreat and gradually force 
them back farther and farther. Thus, it would not be necessary for 

the civilians to have to flee into Thailand. For example, Yang Deangkum 
is about 7.5 kilometers from the Thai border. This was formerly a Vietnamese 
base and Vietnam could fire artillery rounds into Thailand from there. 
When they fired artillery, the people had to flee. But now, we have 
driven the Vietnamese out of Yang Deangkum and so the people living 

along the border are safe from Vietnamese artillery. We plan to expand 
the fighting deeper into Kampuchea in other areas too in order to protect 
the Thai border area from artillery attacks. Thus, we need ammunition 
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in order to exert pressure On Vietnam. It can be seen that if no one 
waS Opposing Vietnam in the border area, more civilians would have 
to flee from Kampuchea. 


At present, the Kampuchean people are under the administrative control 

of the Vietnamese. Thus, the Kampuchean people hope that the KPNLF 

will hlep them. If they did not have any hope, they would fiee. They 

are waiting for us there. Otherwise, they would not stay with the Vietnamese. 
The best solution is that, once there are no other countries to provide 
support for the refugees, [countries] may instead start giving us aid 

so that we can liberate Kampuchea more quickly. This would solve tne 

refugee problem. 


[Question] Many countries feel that the resolutions proposed by Asean 
and passed py the United Nations on the matter of a Vietnamese troop 
withdrawl from Kampuchea have not had the [desired] effect of getting 
Vietnam to withdraw its forces from Kampuchea. Thus, several countries 
have put forward new porposals calling for negotiations with Hanoi. 
What 1S your view on this? 


[Answer] As for the communist countries, they will not negotiate as 
long as they have the upper hand. They will only agree to negotiate 
when they feel that they nave lost the advantage and are in a weaker 
position. At present, Vietnam is much stronger than we are. Thus, they 
will definitely not agree to hold negotiations in order to stop [the 
fighting]. For this reason, we must strengthen ourselves. But if we 


are to grow stronger, we must have support. 


[Question] Since many, or some, countries do not agree with the attitude 
taken by Asean, claiming that this will not achieve anything, these 
countries may exert pressure in various ways to get Asean to negotiate 


with Hanoi. 


[Answer] It takes two sides to negotiate. You cannot negotiate with 

a wall by yourself. You must understand the negotiating process. If 

Vietnam refuses to participate in the International Conference on Kampuchea 
(ICK), at which everyone can speak, how can there be negotiations? 


[Question] Vietnam too has proposed holding an international conference. 


[Answer] But Vietnam wants to formulate a resolution, or solution, 

that it will propose by itself. This would not be an international 
resolution. We want the U.N. resolution to succeed. But as Prime Minister 
Son Sann has said, economic pressure has been applied against Hanol, 

such as not trading with Vietnam and cutting aid to Vietnam, and political 
pressure has been applied, through both the U.N. resolution and the 

ICK resolution. But this pressure on both fronts has not achieved any 
results. For this reason, the people of Kampuchea want to increase 

the third type of pressure, that is, military pressure, in order to 
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make the Vietnamese realize that they are not “at nome" and to make 

them feel that they are peing bothered constantly. [We want them to 

feel that] they cannot eat or sleep comfortably in Kampuchea, which 

would make them realize that they must get out of Kampuchea. When we 

are strong enough to keep them from experiencing any happiness in Kampuchea, 
Vietnam will agree to negotiate. Thus, more military pressure must 

be exerted. And we say to you, if only military means are used, it 

will not be possible to solve the problem. But when both military and 
political pressure is applied simultaneously, this will force Vietnam 

to accept the conditions. 


{Question} Many countries are still afraid that the Khmer Rouge will 
return to power again since the forces of the Khmer Rouge are stronger 
than those of the two Khmer Seri groups combined. As one of the three 
groups in the coalition and based on your experiences, what is your 
view on this? 


[Answer] When the Khmer Rouge was toppled by the Vietnamese, the Khmer 
Pouge nad tens of thousands of followers. But since then, the Khmer 
Rouge has gradually declined in numbers. This shows that the Khmer 
Rouge has continually shrunk and that no one iS supporting them. Even 
those countries that were close friends with them during the period 
when they held power do not dare give them support. Thus, there is 

no reason to worry about the Khmer Rouge returning to power. As for 
us, we have few troops, but we are getting stronger and stronger. Many 
people have joined us. But we do not have enough weapons. We need help 
in this sector if we are to be able to have as much power as the Khmer 





Rouge. 


{Question} As for conducting joint military operations together with 

the other opposition groups, is this possible? Besides having a military 
effect, this would also have a political effect. People outside would 

see that the [members of the]coalition government are really cooperating, 
and this would increase Vietnam's fears. 


[Answer] As for this view, or ideel, it is like religion. We cannot 
change the Catholics into Protestants. Similarly, the Khmer Rouge are 
communists. As long as their forces, or followers, continue to believe 
in communism, we cannot cooperate with them fully, except for having 

a common enemy. We must first eliminate the common enemy and liberate 


the country. 


[Question] As for the Kampuchean people, are they still afraid that 
the Khmer Rouge will return to power? 


[Answer] Because most of the people were afraid that the Khmer Rouge 
would return to power, in the beginning, they accepted Vietnamese rule. 
And now, if our group, which is not communist, were not here to give 
the people hope as an alternative choice, they would have to look to 
the Vietnamese if the Khmer Rouge returned to power. Thus, we provide 
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the people with an alternative choice. They do not have to choose the 
Vietnamese or the Khmer Rouge. Instead, they can choose the KPNLF or 
some other non-communist group. We have said that the Vietnamese anc 
the Khmer ouge are like diseases. In one case, death 1S immediate 
and in the other death 1s more gradual. Thus, the people cannot choose 


between them. 
[Question] About how many troops does the KPNLF have? 


[Answer] I cannot answer that. But I can say that even if the coalition 
government had not been formed, our faction would still have been able 
to increase in number. In 1979, we had only 2,000 men. Since then, 

we have increased in strength every year. Every month, many people 
volunteer to serve with us. But we can only give them weapons when 

we capture Vietnamese soldiers or seize weapons and ammunition. Do 

not think that our forces are like those of other countries, such as 

the United States or Thailand. Our forces are guerrilla forces. A single 
rifle can be used by three people. If we have 10,000 rifles, it means 
that we can have 30,000 soldiers. 


[Question] After Vietnam withdraws its forces and a general election 

is held in Kampuchea, what assurance is there that the Khmer Rouge 

will lay down its arms and engage in parliamentary politics? The Khmer 
Rouge may be afraid of being punished by government officials or people 
who were tortured by the Khmer Rouge. Because of this, the Khmer Rouge 


may not dare lay down its arms. 


[Answer] Do not forget that the U.N. resolution states that if Vietnam 
withdraws its forces and a free election is held under the supervision 

of a U.N. peace-keeping command, if the Khmer Rouge refuses to lay 

down its arms, it means that the Khmer Rouse is opposing the U.N. resolution 
and 1S going against the wishes of the people. The peace-keeping command, 
wnich will be in control of Kampuchea in the beginning, must disarm 


the Khmer Rouge. 


[Question] But this international force will eventually have to leave 
Kampuchea. It cannot stay there forever. 


[Answer!] Once an election ic held -- and we do not know who will win -- 
and a government is form there will be a national army, which will 
be able to suppress the revels. 


[Question] If such suppression activities are carried on by the national 
government, do you think that the old problems would arise again, that 
is, a conflict between the communists and the non-communists in the 


government ? 
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[Answer] The elected national government may use the communist suppression 
measures now being used by Thalland. There, many communists have surrendered 


‘laughs). 


[Question] Concerning the reports that Singapore has sent weapons to 
the Son Sann faction, what types of weapons have been sent? 


[Answer] I do not know who has sent what. As for us, as soldiers, when 
someone sends us something, we just use it. We just ask that these 
things be given with no strings attached and with pure intentions. 


[Question] Have the Vietnamese that you have captured told you anything 
about Vietnam's administration of Kampuchea? 


[Answer] The Vietnamese that we have captured have revealed the locations 
of all of Vietnam's bases in Kampuchea. And most of their reports agree 
with each other. As for the Heng Samrin government, it has no freedom 

at all. Every minister has a Vietnamese soldier with him. 


[Question] [What about] the Heng Samrin government and Vietnam? 


[Answer] I think that the Heng Samrin government is probably dissatisfied. 
If the Vietnamese trusted Heng Samrin, whom they put in power, they 
would probably not do this. 


[Question] One time, Mr Penh Sovan visited Moscow in the company of 

Mr Pham Vang Dong. But it turned out that Phen Sovan was invited to 
meet Mr Brezhnev before Mr Pham Vang Dong. This angered the Vietnamese 
and made them suspicious of Phen Sovan. What 1S your view on this? 


[Answer] I have heard a little about this. As far as I Know, the Soviet 
Union wants to control Kampuchea directly. Thus, there is some conflict 

and dissension. This is because Vietnam's reputation has become worse 

and worse. For example, aid sent to Kampuchea by Russia and other countries 
has been taken and sent to Vietnam instead. Thus, Russia wants to control 
the Heng Samrin government directly. 


[Question] Concerning the representatives of Democratic Kampuchea stationed 
abroad, the agreement by which the coalition government was formed, 

which was signed in Kuala Lumpur last June, stipulates that their terms 
would end 6 months after the formation of the coalition government. 

But more than 6 months have passed now. Has a new group of representatives 


been appointed yet? 


[Answer] Concerning the appointment of a new group of representatives, 
this must wait until the coalition cabinet meets. But Prince Sihanouk 
has postponed his trip to chair the meeting. Thus, this must wait until 
Prince Sihanouk comes to open the meeting. 
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[Question] What is your view on the news that Prince Sinanouk will 
hold talks with the Vietnamese? 


[Answer] We want to hold talks with Vietnam -- if Vietnam would first 
withdraw its troops from Kampuchea. But Prince Sihanouk has denied 
this. He said that before he contacts Vietnam, he will first consult 
with the other two Khmer factions, that is, ourselves and the Khmer 
Rouge, in order to obtain their views. 


[Question] What 1s your view on the fact that, to date, there have 
never been any talks with Vietnam? Such talks could lead to Vietnam 


withdrawing its troops. 


[Answer] Vietnam must first show a willingness to withdraw its troops. 
But there has never been any contact with Vietnam and there is still 

no sign that Vietnam will withdraw its troops. Vietnam just continues 
to fight us on the battlefield.

JAPANESE DIETMAN DESCRIBES CONDITIONS IN DK ZONE

(Article: “Japanese Dietman Describes Conditions In Kampuchea"] 


[Text] At 1900 hours at the Mandarin Hotel, Mr Shoichi Shimodaira, a member 
of the Japanese House of Representatives and the former chairman of 

the central executive committee of the Japanese Socialist Party, was 
interveiwed by reporters on his visit to the People's Republic of Kampuchea. 
He said that he and his party of eight others went as guests of the 
Kampuchean [coalition] government. They entered the country at Aranyaprathet 
in the Phanom Makhun area, which is held by the Khmer Rouge. 


Mr Shoichi said that, as representatives of the International Conference 
on Kampuchea committee and as people from several political parties, 
their objective was to study the situation in Kampuchea. Because there 
have been many confusing rumors. They wanted to observe the living 
conditions of the Kampuchean people for themselves. They had a chance 

to meet with Khieu Samphan on 13 January. Besides this, they also met 
other important people such as Ieng Thirith, the deputy minister of 
foreign affairs, and Mr Choun, the minister of public health. From 

his conversation with Khieu Samphan, he learned that the health of 

the former prime minister, Pol Pot, has improved and that he is carrying 
on combat command activities at the front. Vietnam has not launched 

any large-scale operations during this dry season. Since the beginning 
of the year, Vietnam has not conducted any large-scale sweep operations. 
As for whether or not they will conduct any such operations, [we] must 
wait until February to see. However, the Kampuchean side will launch 


its own large-scale attacks. 


Based on what he was told by Khieu Samphan, the Japanese Dietman said 
that duirng the first year, the Vietnamese forces forced the Khmer 

Rouge troops to fall back to within only 6 kilometers of the Thai border.

[Text] Vientiane, Laos Deputy Foreign Minister Khamphai Boupha of Laos is a 
gray-haired man who speaks French fluently. Like other Laotian leaders, he 
fought with weapon in hand first against French colonial rule, then against 
the native monarchy, and lastly against the United States, and has defeated 


them all. 


He has the reputation of being a man who can, from time to time, dispense 
with official phrases and give a more open picture than usual about the 
foreign-policy position and internal problems of Laos. 


But unnecessarily often he retreats comfortably to the role of a master at 
impenetrable standard responses. 


Relations With Vietnam 


During the Americans’ Indochinese war, battles were fought that were almost 
completely overshadowed by Vietnam. 


The Hanoi leaders extended a helping hand, in spite of their own enormous 
difficulties, to their poor Laotian cousins. That created a comradeship-- 
or dependency, if you like--that has made the bonds between these two 
countries unusually strong at both the ideological and personal level. 


"Laos belongs to the socialist world, within which we pursue an independent 
policy based on equality, mutual respect, and nonintervention in external 


affairs," says Deputy Foreign Minister Boupha. 


"Generally speaking our relationships with all socialist countries are frater- 
nal, but of course relationships with some countries are better than with 
others. I would say that historically we have had a special relationship with 
the two other Indochinese countries, Vietnam and Kampuchea." 

















Vietnam's role in Kampuchea and Laos has caused debate and criticism for a 
long time. Many observers are of the opinion that the Vientamese have 
actually occupied these countries. There are estimated to be 200,000 in 
Kampuchea and 40,000-50,000 in Laos. It is undeniably true that neither 
the government in Vientiane nor that in Phnom Penh would stand without the 


presence of Vietnamese troops. 


Party Cooperation 


The deputy fereign minister of Laos says that Vietnamese troops were invited 
into the country after the peace treaty of 1975 to secure the independence 
of Laos, because China posed a serious threat. 


"The troops will be withdrawn on the day when China's threat ceases," Boupha 
assures. 


During the French colonial era, the Indochinese Communist party founded by 
Ho Chi Minh was the joint front of the Communist movements of Vietnam, Laos 
and Kampuchea. After the Geneva agreement of 1954, the cover organization 
was dissolved and each of the three countries received its own party. 


For some time there has been a rumor of a possible reunification, and a new 
Indochinese Communist joint organization. This could offer Vietnam a means 
in the future--perhaps in case an ideological conflict breaks out with the 

Soviet Union--of insuring that its two little brothers stay on the correct 

path. 


"We too have heard about these rumors, but they are pure propaganda," says 


Boupha laughingly, and for the first time in the interview he looks straight 
at his questioner. 


"Since the three independent parties were established in 1954, the matter 
has never been discussed. Behind all this is just an attempt by the enemy 
to sow dissension among three fraternal countries." 


Claims of Gas War 


What does the deputy foreign minister of Laos say about rumors that poison 
gases have been used against rebellious mountain tribes? 


"As is well known, during the time of the American attacks there were a half 
million American soldiers in Vietnam and 50,000 in Laos. The whole world knew 
that the United States was using the most modern and most advanced weapons 
against us. With the exception of Vietnam and Kampuchea, other countries did 
not help us in any way. Accusations of gas-boming the mountain tribes are 

an attempt to cover up their own atrocities. Only a group of small mountain 
tribes have turned against the government, and they are not threat. Why 


should we bomb them? 


In international questions Laos has frequently been an almost moving example 
of fawning upon Vietnam and the Soviet Union. "More Catholic than the pope,” 
commented one foreign diplomat in Vientiane. 
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There is no doubting Deputy Foreign Minister Boupha's unwillingness to get 
involved in world events. The answers are brief and preceded by long pauses, 
during which the minister plays with a pen in his hands. 


On Afghanistan: "The Soviet Union has its forces in Afghanistan in order to 
guarantee the security and independence of both countries. The presence of 
these ferces is allowed under the mutual-assistance treaty signed by those 


countries." 


"As for Poland, I have understood the entire situation there as having been 
the result of the United States and NATO working together to create Solidarity 
which is a tool of the Americans."

TRANSPORTATION RESULTS, SRV AID PLANS NOTED

[Excerpts] The 1982 transportation has expanded in many ways, especially water 
transportation, which exceeded the annual plan by a factor of two. 


Along with road repairs, our party and government also guides, leads, and en- 
courages the construction of boats which are water transport vessels. The 
small and medium sized boat construction has been widely expanded in all local- 
ities. In the Ministry of Transportation and Posts alone, with assistance from 
the SRV Ministry of Transportation, they have been carrying out the boat con- 
struction project, and from April 1982 until now they have been able to finish 
four boats including two steel oil-carrying boats that are able to carry a 
total of 200 tons of oil, and two wooden boats. The first boat is for general 
transportation and can carry 100 tons; the second one can carry 50 tons. This 
boat construction project will be carried on during the First Five-Year Plan of 
the government in order to finish 10 steel boats of the same size, and 300-ton 


wooden boats. 


Carrying out the water transportation plan two-fold over the expected plan has 
contributed to its important place in the local transportation organization and 
the people's transportation associations that have organized collectively in 
villages located along the many different water routes. This is approximately 
as much as 71 percent of the total water transportation. Therefore, the higher 
echelons and also each local administrative committee have considered this 
transportation organization as urgent and important.

It 
is most certain that the profit is what is normally expected.

[Excerpt] [Answer] You yourself are involved in cultural work so you must 
know its work outline well. If I were to tell you,it would be like teaching 
an alligator to swim. However, with regard to this problem I want to comment 
a bit here that the professional cultural troupes formed by the government 
organizations involved are legal according to the party and government. For 
amateur troupers it depends on the general public's choice. The state or 

mass Organizations and production bases can do them. However, it must be 
correctly registered according to the regulations so it will have the right to 
move about. A cultural troupe performs in an area to raise funds for its own 
Organization. Generally, this is allowed when both sides agree (the hosts and 
the cultural troupe). When a registered cultural troupe performs in any base 
area they must be approved by the section involved, e.g., the cultural section 
as well as the local administrative authorities where they will perform. Even 
those who go from the center to perform in localities must be approved by the 
local administrative authorities. Absolutely no one is allowed to perform 
without permission. No performance is allowed without approval. (No troupe 
is allowed to perform without the correct registration form. If they are found 
without the correct registration form in any locality, they will be ordered to 
stop their performance.) In performances held privately such as house cere- 
monies, weddings, etc. the host has the right to arrange the performance for 
the celebration. However, they must also notify the administrative authorities. 


[4 Jan 83 p 2} 


[Text] It does not mean that the administrative authorities have the right to 
force or ban the celebration. The celebration must be limited in order to main- 
tain peace and security, and to save energy and time. The performance must be 
in line with the nation's characteristics, science, the masses and progress. 
Rotten cultural troupes with reactionary and imperialist characteristics are 
absolutely forbidden. The administrative authorities have the right to check 
the license and to control the performance so that it will agree with the 
nation's characteristics, and the new tradition of progressive mass culture. 

If any violations are seen the local administrative authorities have the right 
to warn and guide them. If they still remain in stubborn violation, the author- 


ities can order them to close down. 


(This is part of the content of order No 380/VCt issued on 20 March 1981 by the 
Vientiane Province-Vientiane Capital administrative committee concerning the 
arts, and sociocultural inspection and controls.) 


Regarding your use of a cultural troupe to make money for yourself, but claim- 
ing that you are doing it for the government, we say nothing but you should ask 
yourself if it is right to use the government to conceal your personal gain.

SAVANNAKHET TRADE SYSTEM, PURCHASING CO-OPS DESCRIBED 


Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 4 Jan 83 p 2 


[Text] Trade in cities and rural areas in Savannakhet Province is a sector 
that brings materials, goods, and ready-made products to serve the living 
standards of soldiers and cadres along with the multiethnic people in rural, 
mountainous, and plains areas. Materials for production are being sent as 
needed in each production period in each farmer's location including trans- 
portation and trade by setting up canton collective co-ops in small locations 
that have state trade branches for direct distribution, purchase, and exchange 
of ‘materials for production and ready-made products to serve the people's 


living standard. 


The canton collective agricultural co-ops purchase and exchange with the 
people, monopolize the state trade, and are funded by the government by pro- 
viding them materials and ready-made products for them to sell, exchange, and 
purchase in their own localities. Future co-op capital is deducted as a per- 
centage of the gross revenues for the collective co-op savings in order to be 
used for many different purchases, for it is a guarantee to rebuild economic 
relations between the cities and rural areas in Savannakhet Province. 


The collective co-ops and state trade units that are located in each small 
location transport, trade and exchange to respond to the city people's de- 
mands. They can get various ricefield and forest products from the rural 
areas. The farmers bring their products and sell them to the collective co- 
ops and state trade units in those small locations. With this setup it be- 
comes a compass to guide their way to easily obtain what they need in the 


cities. 


The collective co-ops and state trade sectors in these small locations have 
been actively praised by the multiethnic farmers because they can easily 
sell their extra products and exchange materials and ready-made products. 


These collective trade co-ops do not belong to any retail merchants; inst. 
they belong to collective co-ops of the multiethnic farmers who have set them 
up themselves under the guidance of the party and the control of the govern- 
ment and the administrative committee. 


Chemical fertilizer and insecticide are distributed by the state trade units. 
In both the collective co-ops and state trade branches in the small locations 
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the distribution is carried out the same way. The collective co-ops and state 
trade units in these small locations have provided a great deal of convenience 
for agricultural production for farmers in agricultural production areas, par- 
ticularly rice cultivation. 


What was mentioned is another facilitating factor for small-scale industry 
and handicrafts within the province in 1982. Recently the trade network has 
been improved and widely organized. This has helped to facilitate production. 
In the first 6 months of 1982 the blacksmith factory carried out 48 percent 
of the plan; the electrification factory 20 percent; the noodle factory 30 
percent; the plastic bag factory 34 percent over the plan; the salt works 7 
percent, the bread factory 7 percent over the plan; the sweets factory carried 
out 54 percent of the plan; the fish sauce factory 46 percent; the rice mill 
43 percent. The fish sauce and salt distilling factories succeeded in the 
sales plan for which the first 6 months of 1982 was 40 percent over that for 
the first 6 months in 1981. The purchase of ricefield and forest products 
from the people in 1982 was 57.64 percent over that for 1981. 


In 1981 collective trade expanded only 110 [units]. In 1982, Atsaphangthong 
District expanded four units, and Phin District added four more units. Col- 
lective trade totals 118 units. On the average there is a collective store 
in every canton. Champhon District with 23 canton stores has the most. The 
smallest number of stores in a district is 6 units. 


The state store and canton collective trade (this means the purchase and ex- 
change co-ops) have been improved and expanded according to the direction the 
party and the government has set to gradually increase the export and import 


figures.

HOTEL, RESTAURANT USE NOTED; PROFITS INCREASE

[Text] The Vientiane Hotel and Restaurant Corporation was able to exceed the 
1982 expected plan. 


Mr Khampon Silivat, director of the Vientiane Hotel and Restaurant Corporation, 
told our reporter on 31 December 1982 that by carrying out the second year 

plan of the state's First 5-Year Plan and by carrying out the policies to 
implement the resolution of the LPRP Third Party Congress held 27-30 April 1982, 
our cadres and workers in each work unit subordinate to the Vientiane Hotel 

and Restaurant Corporation have successfuily reinforced their solid working 
spirit and their diligent heritage in their work. 


Mr Khampon Silivat said that the Vientiane Hotel and Restaurant Corporation 
consists of 4 sections and 36 work units. There are 9 hotels, 16 western and 
mass-oriented restaurants, 1 bowling alley, 2 factories (noodle and ice), 2 
animal husbandry promotion units, 1 workers’ club, 1 small first aid care 
hospital and 1 nursery. In the period of the past year the cadres and work- 
ers in each work unit were able to score achievements exceeding the expected 


plan. 


For example, the improvement and repair work was a 100-percent success includ- 
ing the successful installations in and rewiring of 9 hotels and 14 restaurants. 
As for the expansion and improvement of the restaurant network, they were able 
to exceed the plan. In terms of the service for the masses, especially this 
year, there were 5 percent more guests staying in hotels than last year; 

7 percent more guests who came to the restaurants; and 22 percent more party 
arrangements.

{[Text] 1. The opening of the development lottery is aimed at entertaining 
the people, mobilizing people of all levels to take part in national devclop- 
ment, and to take in money from the market. 


The Council of Ministers decided to print and sell development lottery tickets 
starting from the first quarter of 1983. 


2. The development lottery tickets will be printed and distributed nationwide 
only by the Ministry of Finance. No other organizations, offices, factories 
or private sectors are allowed to print or distribute any development lottery 
tickets in the entire LPDR. 


All prizes of the lottery will be awarded. The expenses for the lottery con- 
trol machine and the commission rate for those who will sell lottery tickets 
will be set by the minister of finance. 


3. A development lottery committee will be set up and will be directly under 
the Ministry of Finance. The development lottery committee's responsibility 


is as follows: 


--print all types of lottery tickets correctly in unified fashion in the num- 
bers approved by the Ministry of Finance; 


--set up a development lottery subcommittee in provincial financial sections, 
the financial section in the capital, or lottery distributing agents, in order 
to distribute the lottery on down to all offices, organizations, factories, 
schools, hospitals, agricultural settlements, co-ops, cantons and villages; 


--set up the drawing and make sure the awards reach the winners' hands; 


--set up development lottery controls based on economic calculations, and give 
40 to 60 percent of the amount obtained from selling the tickets to the gov- 
ernment budget. the minister of finance will set the actual rates in each 


period. 
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Fifty percent of the revenues mentioned must be put in the provincial or 
[Vientiane] capital budget. Another 50 percent will be put in the central 


budget. 


4. All levels of administrative committees and financial organizatious’ re- 
sponsibilities are as follows: 


--to propagandize, explain and mobilize the people to support the printing 
and distribution of the development lottery tickets; 


--to inspect the printing and distribution of the tickets. Inspect the draw- 
ing prizes and the awards for the winners. 


5. The news, newspaper, radio broadcasting and television commission is 
responsible for propagandizing and mobilizing the printing and distribution 
of the development lottery tickets, the awards announcements, and reporting 


the winning numbers to the bases. 


The Ministry of Finance along with the State Bank Commission are responsible 
for giving detailed guidance concerning the implementation of this plenun. 


This plenum will go into effect starting on the signing date.

SRV, AUSTRALIAN, UNHCR-AIDED IRRIGATION PLANS DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 3 Jan 83 pp 2, 3, 4 
{[Article: "1982 Irrigation Survey and Design"] 


[Excerpt] The Nam Houm project (Vientiane) according to the survey and plan 
is an L2 and L4 irrigation system which consists of 19 inlet and outlet canals. 
The total length is 24,140 meters and it serves 1,136 hectares. In actual 
operation it exceeded the yearly expected level. This project receives tech- 
nical cooperation from Vietnamese experts. For the Nam Souang project (Vien- 
tiane) the initial work involves geographical and geological surveying for 

the permanent drainage area for the overflow and the main canal, and also the 
survey and analysis of the soil in the irrigation area for a period of time 
(in the area where there were already ricefields). The actual outcome of the 
geographical survey is 350 hectares and 5 km. They analyzed a total of 40 
soil samples. Moreover, they also designed the drainage for the overflow 
water and restudied the reservoir capacity and cultivation system. This pro- 
ject received technical cooperation from Soviet experts. The Phan Man project 
is a plan to survey and design the agricultural irrigation system for 425 hec- 
tares. It consists of 13 inlet and outlet canals whose length totals 19,960 
meters. They were able to achieve 100 percent of the yearly expectation. 


The Kao Liao aimed to do a geographical survey and to do a 1/2000 scale map 
of 300 hectares and to complete the main canal. The actual result was that 
they were able to do a geographical survey of 650 hectares. This exceeded 
the expected plan. This project received technical cooperation from Austral- 
ian experts. The Kokkiang project had surveyed and designed an irrigation 
system to serve agriculture on 87 hectares. In practice it was able to 
achieve the expected level. 


For the Tha Sano project in particular, the irrigation was designed for 
southern region agriculture over 203 hectares. It consists of seven canals 
totaling 9,375 meters. It succeeded 100 percent of the yearly plan. The Tomo 
project (Champassak Province), like the Sano project, received supplemental 
funds from the United Nations and the UNHCR. It was able to do 55 percent of 
the geographical survey and succeeded in 100 percent of the plan for design. 
The Nam Veun Pak Kwuang machine pump irrigation project [is] in Champassak 
Province and Meuang Kao, Khammouan Province. They succeeded 100 percent in 
the 350-hectare geographical survey, and 120 hectares in the detailed [first 
level] agricultural irrigation system in Veun Pak Kwuang project. For the 
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Meuang Kao project they did the geographical survey for 640 hectares and 
designed the detailed first level agricultural irrigation system over 90 
hectares. 


The underground water well-drilling project along route 9 was able to com- 
plete the drilling of 10 units which was 2 units over the year's plan. The 
southern Vientiane project was able to do a geographical survey of 12 meters 
of ditches for flood prevention. The irrigation ditch is 10.5 meters long. 

As for the Houai Sompoi installation and water-testing project (Savannakhet 
Province), because Houai Sompoi is an important water energy source for irri- 
gation in the area close to the Savannakhet provincial capital and is also 

a source for flooding 3,000 hectares of ricefields, the research, survey and 
design center was assigned the special task of recording hydrological data. 
They installed water-level measuring yardsticks in 5 places and measured the 
amount of water that flowed a total of 20 times in 1982. In terms of the 
production base plan they carried out 9 survey and design projects, one under- 
ground water well-drilling project, and they surveyed one hydrological project. 


Besides carrying out the production base project the research, survey and 
design center also decided to carry out some additional work, for example, 

to survey and record a 1/2000 scale map for the 130 hectares of the Vang Vieng 
cement factory and 32 hectares in Thong Pong, to survey and design Nong Pa and 
Nong Teng, to inspect the water drainage pipe in Nong Pa, Ban Sang Sivitmai, 
and Km 62 on route 13, and to do geographical surveying and mapping in the 

Ban Cheng and Khoum Khouai 360-hectare irrigation project in Thoulakhom Dis- 
trict. Meanwhile, they also do geological surveying and soil testing, under- 
ground water well-drilling, etc. for other construction projects. 


The actual figures for carrying out these different projects are as follows. 


A geological survey and research was completed for 1,000 meters with machines, 
400 meters with hand drills, etc. They were able to do 20 water-quality re- 
search studies, 94 cultivation soil research studies, and 441 construction 
soil research projects. For hydrological work and underground water well- 
drilling, 12 units of the underground wells were drilled, one was repaired, 
and one large unit was designed and built. They did two hydrological surveys 


in Houai Nam Se. 


For design work alone they were able to design an agricultural irrigation 
system for 2,380 hectares, 6.4 km of inlet canals, etc. 


For technological cesearch, they paic 11 attention by using the computer 
in order to aim at building a long-teruw ».an for material; they also considered 
technical and science bases, improving working procedures and organizations, 
and cadre training. These have been determinedly carried out in order to take 
part in protecting the revolutionary fruits and constructing socialism accord- 
ing to the set plan of the party and government. Meanwhile, it is a base for 
participating in implementing the contents of the Third Party Congress, and

There are three complete elementary teach- 
er training schools which this academic year accepted a total of over 1,170 stu- 
dents including over 280 third-year students, and four [basic] teacher training 
schools for nationalities which accepted a total of 299 students who are chil- 
dren of Lao Soung nationality. This aims to effectively improve teaching in 
mountainous areas and which are suitable for the actual situation. Moreover, 
the provincial educational services also opened the first school for kindergar- 
ten teacher training and basic-level nursery school attendants with a total of 
280 students. Over 180 youth are studying in Nationality Youth School. for 
the people they are now organizing education from the elementary to the secon- 
dary level. According to the plan there will be over 30,700 people going to 
school. In Saisomboun District which has just been transferred to Vientiane 
Province by Xieng Khouang Province there are over 3,190 Lao Soung of ages 15 to 
45 who are illiterate. In this academic year, the provincial have improved and 
wiped out illiteracy by having as many as 400 teachers participating. It is 
expected to be completed early this coming 1983. To make the education effec- 
tive the provincial educational service has carried out many policies especial- 
ly towards the teachers who are teaching in mountainous areas, such as provid- 
ing them clothing, and an extra month's salary for the year.

ASEAN-EEC CONFERENCE CALLED MOST SUCCESSFUL

[Text] The ASEAN-EEC Conference, devoted to particular sectors of industry, 
ended yesterday. It will now be the responsibility of the participants at 
this seminar to follow up positively on these deliberations, especially as 
this conference could well turn out to be one of the most successful of the 
many conferences that have been held throughout the world between developed 


and developing countries. 





Too often conferences turned out to be nothing more than a public relations 
exercise. On the side of the developed nations, such conferences are seen 

as a way to apparently answer some of the severest critics, particularly in 
the developing world. Where developing countries are concerned, it is re- 
grettable but true to say that many see it as a means of letting their people 
feel that something is being done by the leadership to follow up on the crit- 
icisms that they had voiced so often. As a result, many of these conferences 
have turned out to be a lot of noise and movement, but very little action. 
Such conferences have also been characterized by speeches full of platitudes 
and diplomatic niceties. 


The tone of this particular conference was set by the keynote address of the 
Malaysian prime minister. It was a frank exposit-on of the desires of the 
ASEAN member countries, what they hope to achieve as a result of cooperation 
and the benefits it would have for both regions. 


There was no plea for charity on the basis of moral issue, although moral is- 
sues are a key element in the dissatisfaction felt and expressed by third world 


countries in the economic context. 


Reports of the discussions that followed indicate that this conference had 

been a practical and pragmatic one. It had been a case of each seeking solu- 
tions and not a case of confrontation. This was exemplified ever further dur- 
ing the closing ceremony when the Malaysian minister of trade and industry 
suggested that small and medium-size enterprises in the EEC area be considered 
as possible investment sources for the setting up of selected industries in the 
ASEAN region. ASEAN is developing very rapidly and these small industrialists 
could well find that it is not so much a question of financial capital that they 
need to supply, but technological capital.

GHAZALI DEBATES ISSUE OF KAMPUCHEAN SEAT

[Text] Malaysia has called on the nonaligned movement to work out seriously 
the criteria and procedures to unseat or suspend a member. The minister of 
foreign affairs, Tan Sri Ghazali Shafie, says only in this way members can 
feel safe and secure and will be free from any possible travesty of justice. 
He was addressing the debate on the Kampuchea issue at the presummit non- 
aligned foreign minister's conference in New Delhi today. Tan Sri Ghazali 
Says membership of the nonaligned movement is highly important, if not sacred 
to a member, and as such should be preserved with utmost care. 


He warned that there could be no provision in the movement if the question 
of membership is treated with triviality as was done in the Havana summit.

[Begin recording] There [words indistinct] a debate on the question of the 
Kampuchean seat started this afternoon, as Tan Sri Ghazali making a fervent 
appeal that Prince Norodom Sihanouk be invited to the summit. He was sup- 
ported by his colleagues from ASEAN and a number of other countries. Tan Sri 
Ghazali repeatedly pointed out that Democratic Kampuchea was a victim of a 
great injustice done at the Havana summit when he was deprived of his seat by 
means in contravention of the cardinal principles of the nonaligned movement. 
The whole business, to say the least, was irregular and arbitrary. If the 
Havana mistake is not corrected in New Delhi, then it will become a precedent. 
It will surely be applied with impunity on another occasion to unseat another 
member. Then Tan Sri Ghazali asked: Must the New Delhi summit inherit a bad 
name and allow the world to say that the nonaligned movement has become ut- 
terly impotent, that it has lost its wil! to right a wrong, which is so 
flagrant and obvious.

COMMENTARY DISCUSSES SOLVING KAMPUCHEA ISSUE

[Text] The Malaysian minister for foreign affairs, Tan Sri Ghazali Shafie, 
Stated yesterday that the Soviet Union has indicated its desire for a politi- 
cal solution to the Kampuchean problem and wants a discussion with all the 
parties concerned. Soviet officials have also revealed that they were pre- 
pared to accept any form of government which might emerge in Kampuchea, 

even if it were bourgeoisie. What Moscow is insisting on, however, is that 
there must be guarantees for Vietnam's security before a pullout of 
Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea. 


At the same time there is a report from Beijing which states that China has 
officially asked the Soviet Union to persuade Vietnam to withdraw its troops 
from Kampuchea in order to pave the way for the normalization of relations 


between Beijing and Hanoi. 


The fact that both the Soviet Union and China are attempting to work out a 
political solution for Kampuchea is indeed heartening. What is even more en- 
couraging is that both the superpowers are prepared to accept a neutral and 
noncommunist Kampuchea that is free from foreign domination. Without actually 
Stating it, the position of both the superpowers is close to that of the inter- 
national conference on Kampuchea declaration which stresses the need for a 
total withdrawal of foreign troops from Kampuchea, the exercise of the right 

of self-determination by the Kampuchean people and that Kampuchea should be 


nonaligned and neutral. 


The question of security guarantees for Vietnam has not been defined as yet, 
but presuma»ly they involve the question of a possible aggression by an inde- 
pendent Kampuchean Government. It is generally accepted by students of inter- 
national affairs that it was the Pol Pot government, whilst in power, that 
began the series of border incursions along the Vietnam-Kampuchean border 
which provoked Hanoi to invade Kampuchea in an attempt to settle the issue 
once and for all. 


There was also the Vietnamese fear that the close ties between the Pol Pot 
government and China were designed to encircle Vietnam. It is not difficult 
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to see that both these issues can be sorted out speedily if given the wisdom 
attained by all sides after the events of the last few years. 


Another legitimate security concern by Hanoi is its common border with China-- 
an area where the two countries fought a war recently. Given the fact that 
China was at one time an ally of Vietnam, these border issues could also be 
resolved speedily. But the success or failure of these moves will depend 

on the communist government in Hanoi which was directly responsible for 
creating the tensions in the first place. 


Hanoi's posture has shifted from its earlier inflexible stand, when it ada- 
mantly maintained that the situation in Kampuchea was irreversible, to its 

present position. But it has not gone far enough to accept the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of Kampuchea. Indeed, some observers have stated 
the view that Kampuchea today has become a problem of Hanoi and have quoted 
instances of Vietnamese colonization to back their views. 


A good start would be Hanoi's acceptance that its Kampuchean adventure had 
done more harm to it than good--both internationally and domestically.

OFFICIAL SEES SRV DEMAND AS ‘WISHFUL THINKING'

[Text] New Delhi, 1 Mar (AFP)--A senior Malaysian official today dismissed 
as “wishful thinking" Vietnam's demand for the seating of the Hanoi-backed 
Cambodian regime at the non-aligned summit opening here next week. 


Malaysia's permanent representative at the United Nationsl, Tan Sri Zaimal 
Sulong, told Agence France-Presse that before any attempt could be made to 
seat the Heng Samrin regime, the summit would have to expel the Democratic 
Kampuchean regime, headed by Prince Norodom Sihanouk, which is a member of 
the movement. He was commenting on a statement yesterday by Vietnamese 
Vice Foreign Minister Vo Dong Giang that Hanoi would demand the seating of 
the Heng Samrin regime at the summit, 


"There has been no move to expel the Democratic Kampuchean regime, and if 
Vietnam attempts that, it will have to overcome the views of a large major- 
ity of the non-aligned members," he said. At least 47 of the other 36 
non-aligned countries recognise Prince Sihanouk as the legal head of the 


Cambodian state. 


Tan Sri Zainal, who heads the Malaysian delegation to the pre-summit meeting, 
said that the "vacant seat" formula inscribed at the Havana summit was an 
arbitrary decision by the chairman, Cuba, in violation of the majority view- 


point. 


Host India, which recognizes the Heng Samrin government, has invited neither 
government in line with the Havana declaration. 


The Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN), which groups the non- 
communist nations of Indonesia, Malaysia, the Philippines, Thailand and 
Singapore, argues that the vacant seat formul is not valid since it would 
mean the expulsion of Democratic Kampuchea, a move not provided for in the 


movement's rules. 


The Havana decision, continued by India, will be challenged by Malaysia, 
Indonesia and Singapore, the three non-aligned ASEAN members, strongly supported 
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by several countries. Officials of the three countries met yesterday to plan 
their strategy and Tan Sri Zainal's review reflected their thinking. 


Tan Sri Zainal confirmed that the three countries would present an amendment 
to the Southeast Asian section of the draft political communique prepared by 
India which calls for the withdrawal of "all foreign forces" from Cambodia 
but does not name Vietnam. 


While declining to specify the amendments proposed, he indicated that they 
would conform to resolutions adopted at the International Conference on 
Cambodia held in July 1981, which demanded the withdrawal of the 150,000- 
180,000 Vietnamese troops from Cambodia and a political settlement based on 
self-determination for the Cambodian people.

This was the terse declaration of Major General Delfin Castro, commander of 
the Unified Southern Command (SOUTHCOM) of the armed forces of the Philippines, 
during a dialogue Tuesday with local mass mediamen. 


The SOUTHCOM commander said that in the event of a communist takeover, even 
those who gave aid and comfort to the enemy will not be spared the axe by the 
new rulers as evidenced by the Vietnamese experience and in other Asian 
countries where the communists are now in control. 


"We cannot expect any difference between Philippine Communist Party members 
and their Asian comrades, considering that local communists have similarly 
pursued their objectives with the use of force and violence," Castro pointed 


out. 


Shifting his attention locally, Castro said that because of the strategic 
position of Davao--both geographically and economically in the Mindanao 
area--it has become the center of activity and attention by communist sub- 


versives," 


Said Castro: "If Davao can be isolated, the whole country will be affected." 


He stressed that the armed forces of the Philippines is militarily prepared 
to meet any communist-inspired contingencies which will include infiltration 
of labor unions, staging of wildcat strikes in defiance of court orders, 
sabotage of strategic industries such as transportation (land, air and sea), 
power communications, banking and other violent activities which form part 
of the national communist party strategy.

{Text] Never have conditions been more favorable for an intensification of 
dissident activities in the drive to communize the world than today. 


Continuing international recession and the resulting rise in commodity prices, 
mass unemployment, high interests and a large number of factory shutdowns 
have created a general tone of malaise, gloom and discontent all around. 





The situation is bad enough in highly industrialized and developed countries. 
It has become criticial in third world and developing states like ours. 


In both instances, “agents [and] provocateurs," posing as socialists and vow- 
ing to save the world and humanity from the clutches of “capitalists and 
fascists,” make themselves heard but much louder and more vociferous in 
countries with crippled or wrecked economies and with large standing inter- 
national obligations that cannot be met. 


This was probably what Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile meant when he said 
that Philippine economic problems are the offshoot of global conditions and 
as such have boosted the stock of local rebels in their recruitment and 


proselytizing work. 


"The tendency is to blame the government" he said, "and the dissident elements 
take advantage of it. The government is the scapegoat in times of crisis." 


The subversives know this fully well and are taking advantage of every moment 
to build up their cause. They have recruited malcontents, criminals and the 
disillusioned to help them in their drive. Only the armed forces of the 
Philippines stands between them and their objective--the government. 


It is obvious that there is nothing that the national government can do now 
to offset the destructive effects of international recession. Each country 
must solve the problem as best it can and under different circumstances.

Social Services Minister Sylvia Montes, who presided over the dialog, said the 
first in the series of scheduled meetings was “very fruitful and drew enthus- 
iastic support among the participants." 


"The discussion was very interesting in the fact that our point of entry was 
family planning and family welfare. The issues raised included poverty in 
some regions of the country,” said Mrs Montes. 


The issue of Filipino heads of family working abroad as a contributory factor 
to the disintegration of the Filipino family was also raised during the dis- 
cussion, 


It was pointed out that the government is allowing Filipino workers to go 
abroad in the belief that the Filipino family is basically strong. 


"There is freedom in this country. Allowing the worker to go abroad is an 
opportunity for Filipinos to earn more and to give better education and life 
for their children, 


Mrs Montes said. 








"Most of them left their jobs here because the earnings in dollars are much 
more and they want to give their children better opportunities in life," she 


said. 


Deputy Foreign Minister Pacifico Castro said the government has to step in to 
regulate and protect the Filipino overseas workers. 





He said that this protective measure allows the workers to remit 70 percent 
of their earnings to their families. 


In this manner, they do not only help their families but at the same time 
contribute to the economic development of the country, he said. 


On the question of poverty, the conferees noted that it is the result of many 
factors. 


Former Sen. Tecla San Andres Ziga, who is former president of the Catholic 
Women's League, cited the situation in Bicol. 


The former senator said the series of disasters in 1981 and 1982 and the in- 
stability of peace and order in the area forced the people to leave the pro- 
vinces and look for employment elsewhere. 


The dialog is trying to make clear what steps the government and the private 
sector are taking. 


Minister Montes said family planning and family welfare will be the starting 
points in packaging government services. 


"In the past there was too mcuh emphasis on the single delivery of family 
planning services," Minister Montes said. 


But for the 1983-1987 family planning and welfare programs, it will always 
become an intergrated services program. 


She said that family planning and welfare will be just starting points but 
with the collaboration of non-government organizations, packaging of services 
will be multiple to include livelihood, family health care and nutrition. 


"Through this packaging of services we hope we may not only be able to cement 
the cooperation and partnership but also identify specific areas where the gov- 


ernment and the non-government organization can collaborate," she added. 


Mrs Montes also said she was looking forward to meeting early next month with 
the Catholic Bishops Conference of the Philippines.

[Text] The communist New People's Army [NPA] is collecting about 1 million 
pesos a month in forced taxes from residents of 8 towns in Davao Del Norte.

Gen Vicente Piccio, Jr, from two collectors of the NPA who surrendered re- 
cently in Maco, Davao Del Norte.

They said the NPA has a progressive 
taxation system. Under the system poor families are taxed 2 pesos to 3 pesos 
weekly.

Those who could not 
pay in cash are made to pay in kind. Failure to comply could result in re- 
taliation by the NPA terrorists.

[Text] The existence of a powerful “shadow government" in Davao Del Norte 
Province has been proved by the reported collection of Pl million "in taxes" 
by the dissident New People's Army [NPA] every month. 


While the amount appears exaggerated, based on the admissions made by captured 
rebel collectors, obviously a substantial amount has been collected and will 
continue to be collected by the NPA's unless the government acts forcefully 


and immediately. 


Having a "government within a government" in Davao Del Norte is no joking 
matter. The rebels seem to have the bulk of the rural folk firmly in their 
grip. It is standard operating procedure for the dissidents to build up the 
backbone of their support from among the farmers and barrio residents. To do 
this, they must first collect "taxes," quietly to begin with and without fan- 
fare, and, as they gain strength, with greater authority and force, if neces- 


sary. 


When they finally become sure of their hold on the rural areas, conscription 
of men into the rebel units becomes mandatory. It would appear that they 
have reached this stage already since they now operate with larger forces-- 
the largest having 200 men. 


With sufficient funds to buy arms and other equipment and manpower, they will 
move into the next stage, and that is, increased confrontations with government 
forces and hit-and-run attacks on larger towns and cities. Apparently, they 
have not reached this stage yet but it would not be far-fetched to say that 
unless they are blunted at once, they could move toward this phase of operation- 


al activities. 


Davao City becomes a vital area in their operations, it being the largest 
city in the world in area. The mountains which fall under the city's juris- 
diction serve as good hideouts for the rebels. To govern such a large city 
is close to impossible. 
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The presence of strong government forces in the area is aimed at stopping the 
advance of the rebels. It would be a ticklish job, f- while the rural folk 

would opt for the government, they face certain death by "sparrow" [assassi- 

nation] squads of the rebels, once they are known to support the government. 

This happened time and again at the height of the Hukbalahap rebellion in the 
late 1940's and the early 1950's. 


The military, including the constabulary, have a big job to perform. The 
effects of socio-military programs take time to reach the remote areas. 
Security forces must be maintained to keep the farmers secure in the belief 
that the government will protect them. But most of all, the military cannot 
afford to sit back and wait for the rebels to hit them. They should take 
the full initiative and drive the dissidents back to their mountain fast- 
nesses and hunt them out one by one. 


The success of the government operations will reach the people in no time. 
This will draw from them greater respect for the government. They will stop 
supporting the enemy with funds and manpower. The outcome will be simple. 
The dissidents will wither on the vine. 


Justice, dedication and sincerity will undo the dissident propaganda that the 
national government is sick with graft and corruption. Examples set by the 
officers and men now assigned to combat the dissidents will do the trick. 


It is hoped that the armed forces will handle the situation in Davao Del Norte 
with the hest it can muster. It is not only in the battlefield that victories 
are won, They are won more conclusively in the battle for the minds of men 
and women, in this case, against the ideologies who promise the total reform 
of the government for the better, something they will never grant, of course, 


once in power.

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OIL PRICE DECLINE THREAT TO OVERSEAS EMPLOYMENT

[Text] The decline in world oil prices has posed another threat to the 
country’s overseas employment program. Industry sources yesterday claimed 
that a few Middle East oil-exporting countries, faced with the prospect of 
dwindling dollar revenues, are poised to impose restrictions on the foreign 
exchange remittances of Filipino workers. 


Industry sources identified Iraq as one country which in the past few weeks 
has virtually imposed a ban on migrant workers’ foreign exchange remittances. 
Because of this ban, some 2,000 Filipino's working for Iraq's Ministry of Oil 
are getting restless since they have not been able to remit their earnings 

to their families for about six months now, the sources said. 


Strike: The situation in Iraq is becoming worse since the Filipino workers 
are even planning to go on strike to protest the ban, they noted. This 
would have very serious repercussions for the country's overseas employment 
program since an organized work stoppage by Filipinos would severely tarnish 
the current reliable image of Filipino workers especially for Middle East 
construction companies. 


Because of the restrictions one local construction company the other day 
has even reportedly decided to order their workers back to the country. 


A total restriction on Filipino workers’ foreign exchange remittances in Iraq 
would mean a substantial loss for the country, especially since the govern- 
ment recently has been pinning its hopes on workers’ remittances as a means 
to plug the country's balance of payments deficit. At an average monthly 
salary of $500 per worker, the 38,000 Filipino workers in Iraq (most of 
which are skilled and professional workers) could bring in at least $136 
million in foreign exchange remittances if they comply with the recent re- 
quirement that at least 60 percent of their earnings should be remitted to 
the country. 


Industry sources, however, noted that Iraq's restriction on foreign exchange 
remittances may be only an exceptional case. In the first place, they noted, 
Iraq was one of the few Middle East countries which for years allowed workers 
to remit only a relatively small percentage of their earnings. The 











Philippine Government, in fact, had to undertake a program to have these 
restrictions lifted last year. Secondly, they noted, Iraq is definitely 
having severe cash-flow problems because of the Iran-Iraq war. 


Contracts: In the meantime, despite statements made by Labor Ministry of- 
ficials that they have not yet received any report that Middle East countries 
have cancelled construction projects, Labor Ministry sources yesterday iden- 
tified several Middle East construction projects which have been recently 
cancelled.

[Text] Of all the international labor organizations that have entered 
Tnallana, the WFTU must be considered to be the most unlucky. Whoever 
makes tne mistake of getting involved without looking carefully may 
easily fall victim to the U.S.-faction anti-communist groups. Actually, 
whenever the labor movement 1S mentioned -- in those countries where 

the seeds of social revolution exist side by side with a heritage of 

a great fear of communism -- it creates great fear among the opposition. 
Whenever international labor organizations that have gotten involved 

in things are mentioned, their fear increases even more and whenever 
the WFTU 1s mentioned, the fears of the opposition double. The fact 

is that the WFTU is a socialist-bloc labor organization whose views 
cannot be senarated from those of the Soviet Union. This 1S true. This 
labor organization views the labor problems from a Marxist viewpoint. 
The WFTU is the oldest international labor organization. It was established 
in 1918. Its main office 1s in Prague, Czechoslovakia. It is called 

the WFTU, which stands for World Federation of Trade Unions. Since 

1t 1S an Organization of the socialist bloc, most of the members are 
socialist countries. The member country nearest Thailand 1S Vietnam. 

Its office for Asia and the Pacific 1s located in Hanol. 


The WFTU has gathered together more members than villagers because 

the people in the socialist countries are workers and thus’ they are 
automatically members of labor unions. But besides not accepting tnis, 
other organizations do not feel that the WFTU has any members since 

they do not feel that there are actually any labor unions in the socialist 
countries. Everyone 1s under the state and belongs to an organization 

Or to the party. They argue with each other. In short, each side has 

its own philosophy and carries on its own activities. But those who 

take a neutral viewpoint do not feel that the labor unions in the socialist 
countries play much of a role because the ideal of acting on behalf 

of the working class was included in the party line in the very beginning.

LAN KRABUE OIL FIELD RESERVES, PUMPING OPERATIONS NOTED 
Bangkok LAK THAI in Thai 27 Jan 83 pp 29-31

[Excerpts] On Weanesday, 12 January 1983, the queen went to open oil 
production operations at the "Sirikit™ oil field in Lan Krabue SubjDistrict, 


Kamphaengpnhet Province. 


SurveyS began in earnest in April 1979. Aerial Surveys were made of 

the intensity of the magnetic field, and rock strata faults were surveyed. 
Drilling began in June 1981. It is estimated that the Shell Company 

Spent approximately 400 million baht before driiling operations began. 


The "Pratu Tao" well, which is located in Sukhothai Province, extends 
down 3,600 meters. Hydrocarbons were found in two rock strata. This 
(is producing] 2 million cubic meters of gas per day and 400 barrels 
of o1l per day. Although only small amounts of oil have been founda, 
it proves that thereis oil-bearing rock and sand that holds oil. And 
oil and gas have flowed from this rock strata. This shows that the 
geological assumptions made in the beginning were correct. 


The second well is the “Lan Krabue" well, which is located in Kampnaengphet 
Province.

CHINA-=BACKED RETURNEES FROM THAILAND ARRESTED

Their story is as follows: 


Under the puppet regime, Y. Got Nie, a sergeant, was chosen by K. Pakot, leader 
of the antirevolutionary group, as his bodyguard. On 21 December 1974, through 
U.S. manipulation the group set up a reactionary government on the Central High- 
lands. Since there were no capable personnel, K. Pakot made his bodyguard min- 
ister of security and a colonel. In 1978, taking Y. Got Nie under its wing, 


China ordered him to murder the former prime minister and take his place, 


Following Pol Pot's defeat on 7 January 1979, Y. Got Nie left for Thailand with 
his masters. From there, at the latter's urging, Y. Got Nie clandestinely sent 
his men into the Central Highlands to spread the propanganda that "35 nations 

in the world have recognized the Central Highlands government, that the United 
States and China have agreed to train ethnic minority people as officers, and 
that they will be ready to give highlanders whatever amounts of gold, money, 
weapons and grain they want." On 21 October 198], a number of youths were lured 
into fleeing toward the jungle. On their way to Thailand, the escapees were 
attacked many times by the armed forces. In Cambodian territory, after consum- 
ing all the grain, they had to eat wild corms and fruit. At one time, 10 of 
them died from eating poisonous fruit. As they prepared to cross the Thai bor- 
der, hunger was so intense that they had to butcherone of their group for meat. 
K. Dai, K. Tang and Kk. Krong told Lam Dong public security officials, "Sirs, 

in Thailand our troops and officers lived in separate quarters, while Prime 
Minister Y. Got Nie resided in a villa. He dared not go out for fear of being 
killed by his troops, who lived in wretched conditions and loathed him. In July 
1982, H'Xuven led a group of 60 infiltrators back into Vietnam. Before leaving, 
we were allowed into a Chinese military warehouse to get any uniforms, equipment 
and weapons we wished. We were ordered to go back to Vietnam to get in touch 
with E, Dun M'Bot, Tactical Region 4 commander, with the promise that when he

TROOP WITHDRAWAL FROM KAMPUCHEA--Vientiane/Vienna (APA)--Vietnam and Kampu- 
chea have agreed on a step-by-step withdrawal of the Vietnamese troops sta- 
tioned in Kampuchea. This was announced in the Laotian capital of Vientiane 
on the occasion of the first summit meeting of the state and party chiefs of 
the three Indochina countries Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea, which ended on 
Wednesday. The Austrian Government was informed about this decision, as 

well as about the two declarations adopted in Vientiane, by the Vietnamese 
ambassador, Nguyen Tuan Lieu. Following this talk with Foreign Minister Pahr, 
the ambassador declared that the first partial troop withdrawal carried out in 
1982 will be followed by further withdrawals at annual intervals, until the 
Vietnamese military presence in the neighboring country is completely ended. 
This is proof of the stabilization and consolidation of the situation in 
Kampuchea and of the two countries’ determination to contribute to safeguard- 
ing peace in Southeast Asia, he said, but added that, should this agreement 

be abused by "China, Pol Pot and the reactionary Khmer forces," consultations 
between Hanoi and Phnom Penh were envisaged. According to Western estimates, 
the strength of the Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea at present is between 150,000 
and 180,000 men.

IMPORT-EXPORT ACTIVITIES IN FIRST 8 MONTHS OF 1981 REVIEWED

[Text] The conference to review tasks in the first 8 months of 1981 has 
assessed the result obtained during this period, pointed out the remaining 
weak aspects of tasks, determined the important tasks and set forth measures 
aimed at ensuring fulfillment of the import-export plan and the missions of 
the foreign trade sector in 1981. 


Making outstanding efforts to rapidly increase the export volume in order to 
import goods is a major mission (among the seven ones) of the entire country 
in the 80's. Therefore, completing the import-export plan is the central 
task and primary target of the foreign trade sector as well as a matter of 
great concern for our party and state. 


In the first 8 months of 1981, the result obtained has been substantially 
limited though continuous efforts have been exerted to fulfill the state 


plan. 


In the field of export, ever since the beginning of the year, the ministry 
and a number of units within the sector have--in conjunction with the organs 
concerned subordinate to centrally run sectors (production, transportation 
and communications, banking, financial, etc.) and with many localities-- 
studied various measures aimed at stepping up the production of export goods, 
intensifying the purchasing task, concentrating sources of goods on the state 
and carrying out the commitments made in the agreements, protocols and export 
contracts signed with foreign countries. 


An overall glance over the past 8 months reveals that exportation has not yet 
made any change in comparison with the previous period and that the whole 
sector (including units directly subordinate to the ministry and those man- 
aged by other ministries) has fulfilled only 45 percent of the yearly export- 
value norm (roughly the same norm achieved in the corresponding period in 
1980 and even lower than it if the price increase factor is excluded). 


As for the composition and kinds of merchandise--except for coal the export 
of which has shown a relatively good increase in value and volume (due to 
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special conditions) over the same period in 1980 and except for marine and 
cattle products and rattan and bamboo articles which have maintained a 
normal export tempo--, other export goods have attained only a low, in some 
cases, very low level compared with the yearly norm. 


According to initial statistics--except for the Minerals Import-Export Gen- 
eral Corporation which has fulfilled 83.6 percent of the yearly export-value 
norm followed by the Marine Products Import-Export Corporation with 67.3 per- 
cent, the Rattan-Bamboo I[Import-Export Corporation with 57.6 percent and the 
Cattle and Poultry Import-Export Corporation with 52.9 percent--, the impie- 
mentation of the export plan over the past 8 months by all other import-export 
units has produced a low result (such as 35.2 percent by the Vegetables and 
Fruit Import-Export Corporation, 29.4 percent by the Agricultural and Food 
Products Import-Export General Corporation, 35.6 percent by the Handicrafts 
and Fine Arts Products Import-Export General Corporation, 32 percent by the 
Textiles Import-Export General Corporation and 28.2 percent by the Sundries 


Import-Export General Corporation...). 


Noteworthy is the fact that except for the Minerals Import-Export General 
Corporation, all import-export units with a large export value (such as the 
Forest and Native Products Import-Export General Corporation, the Handicrafts 
and Fine Arts Products Import-Export General Corporation, the Textiles Import- 
Export General Corporation and the Agricultural and Food Product Import-Export 
General Corporation) have only attained a low norm in implementing the plan. 


Though showing a value increase of 17 percent over the same period in 1980, 
the amount of export goods concentrated on the state has fulfilled only 42 
percent of the signed contracts. 


On the other hand, the value of goods stored at various ports has been rela- 
tively large and has exceeded the average storage norm in the previous year, 
especially as far as the import-export general corporations with a high ex- 
port value are concerned. 


Contrary to our forecast at the beginning of the year, because the export 
plan has been carried out only with a low norm, we have failed to fully im- 
plement the agreements and protocols signed with the socialist countries, in 
particular, and the export contracts signed with foreign countries, in gen- 
eral, and have also failed to ensure the fulfillment of our state's commit- 
ments with foreign countries. This situation has had an influence on the 
implementation of import plans, especially the importation from markets re- 
quiring settlement by means of free [market] foreign currencies. 


The slow change in export activities in the first 8 months of the vear has 
many causes including the difficulties to be overcome gradually in a rela- 
tively long period o1 time. At present, export goods depend mainly on agri- 
culture, industry and handicrafts but these sectors are still affected by 
imbalance from many points of view (fertilizers, raw materials, energy and 
so On) so that the production of export goods cannot yet be speeded up al- 
though many policies and measures aimed at stimulating the production of 

















export goods have been promulgated by che state since 1979 and have started 
exercising their eifects. 


In the tield of domestic and foreign transportation and communications, 
difficulties still exist such as the weakness of material-technical fac 
ties, the low capacities of transportation and stevedoring means, the organi- 
zational and managerial entanglements, the shortage of specialized transport 

ships on certain sea shipping lines and so on. For this reason, the tempo 
of export goods delivery has not risen in comparison with 1980 and the vol- 
ume of goods stored at harbors has tended to increase. 


Apart from the above-mentioned difficulties, many changes in the economic 
domain in the first months of 1981 have had an effect on export activities. 
The system of domestic prices has undergone numerous fluctuations and is 
still being in the process of improvement so that it cannot vet become uni- 
form and has thus exerted an effect on the result of production and the pur- 
chase of export goods. In addition, monetary difficulties have influenced 
the purchase of agricultural products while difficulties in foreign cur- 
rencies have had an effect on the importation of raw materials used in pro- 
ducing export goods. 


Besides the objective difficulties inherent in the economy itseif and relat- 
ing to many sectors and localities, there are subjective causes--especially 
the organizational and managerial shortcomings beginning from the production 
of goods and their concentration on the state to the organization of their 
export. Certain corporations have failed to coordinate production really 
closely with the market, to get in close cortacc with production installa- 
tions, to act as an effective rear for the production of export goods and, 
in some cases, to help these installations promptly disentangle hindrances 


in production, 


In certain instances, the guidance exercised by management organs (ministry 
and various departments) has been neither specific nor urgent and has thus 
made it impossible to ensure [correct implementation] of the promulgated 
policy. The implementation of plans has not been controlled, urged and 
supervised closely (especially in the first months of the year), cifficul- 
ties and impediments have been resolved slowly and the task of providing 
economic information, grasping the situation and following up affairs has 
been done weakly. 


[In the field of importation and taking into account the value norm solely, 
the implementation of the import plan (for the conveyance of goods to our 
country) has been relatively satisfactory and has achieved 88 percent of the 
yearly value norm in the past 8 months. 


But the result of importation must be manifested not only in terms of the 
value or volume of the goods imported but mainly by its specific effect on 
the economy and, in the present stage, by its contribution to overcoming 
economic disproportions and providing the materials, spare parts and equip- 
ment necessary to the execution of economic tasks. Therefore, from the 
angle of economic effectiveness and considering the composition of import 























goods, importation in the first 8 months of 1981 has continued t 
nesses and shortcomings which have been detected but not yet corrected 
satisfactorily. Though the state has advocated a reduction in the importa- 

tion of entire sets of equipment in accordance with the construction possi- 

bilities and speed in the country, large quantities of entire sets of cquip- 
ment have been imported in the first 8 months (representing 92.2 percent 


of the vearly value norm and, for Zone 2, even surpassing the yearly nor 
by ll percent). 


On the contrary, plan norms have been fulfilled to a low degree with regard 
to the group of materials and spare parts including certain goods necessary 
to the economy (such as nitrate fertilizer, iron, steel, nonferrous metais, 
some basic chemicals, car tires and inner tubes, etc.). 


Generally speaking, the signing of contracts with the socialist countries on 
the basis of the 1981 protocols has been completed basically (94 percent with 
the Soviet Union and from 89 to 99 percent with the CEMA socialist countries). 


In view of the composition of the goods mentioned in the signed contracts and 
concerning some types of goods necessary to production, the result obtained 
has not met the requirements and their [import] rates have been low compared 
to the norms set in the protocols. On the other hand, due to many difficui- 
ties with foreign currencies, the signing of import contracts with the capi- 
talist market has not yet satisfied the demand for certain materials essen- 
tial to production. 


Due to weak activities in the exportation field in the first 8 months of 
1981, the import-export balance and the international settlement balance in 
general have not been improved as yet. 


The volume of work to be done in the last 4 months of the year is huge; more- 
over, it will be carried out in a situation replete with economic difficul- 
ties. But we will have to strive to the utmost to complete the state plan 
and the missions entrusted. It is necessary to fulfill the export plan to 
the highest extent because only by exporting can we have the conditions to 
import (especially from the capitalist market). 


To ensure fulfillment of the export plan, right from September 198i, we must 
coordinate with the ministries and sectors concerned to overcome transporta- 
tion obstacles in order to step up the delivery of export goods simul tane- 
ously with intensifying the handling of import merchandises. While accel- 
erating the delivery of export goods, it is necessary to create more export 
goods storage facilities at harbors and to resolve difficult problems with 
the production, purchase and transportation of export goods to ports in 

order to fulfill the signed contracts and the commitments made by the state 
to foreign countries, primarily the Soviet Union and the CEMA socialist coun- 


tries. 


The guidance exercised over the plan implementation by basic units and also 
within the ministry must be very tight and close. As "combat" units, import- 
export corporations and general corporations--especially those general corpo- 
rations with a large export value--must draw up specific "combat" plans, 
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determine the principal types of goods, completely solve problems (es; 
the key ones) that require solution and take measures to ensure the execu 
tion of tasks. At the same time, general corporations must plan the delivery 
of export goods per month and per trip corresponding to the volume o! merchan- 
dise to be exported in the last 4 months and must regularly make reviews ind 

draw experiences from the organization of goods storage facilities at harbors 


and from the delivery of export goods. 


As for the management organs--especially the various departments--, they must 
intensify the task of following up, supervising and controlling the expor 
plan implementation by directly subordinate import-export units and also the 
export activities of units directly managed by other ministries and by pro- 
vincial and municipil people's committees directly subordinate to the central 
level and they must also solve problems falling under the ministry's compe- 


tence. 


In the field of importation and as far as import-export units and management 
Organs are concerned, efforts must be concentrated on urging the execution 

of import contracts and, by all means, on moving [from ports] the principal 
materials [for which contracts had been] signed with the socialist countries. 
Since our capacities to receive import goods are limited, careful considera- 
tions must be given to categories of goods which must be carried into our 
country on a priority basis and measures must be taken to ensure the execu- 
tion of this task. 


Simultaneously with completing the 1981 state plan, it is urgently necessary 
to formulate the 1982 import-export plan, to prepare to start its implementa- 
tion, to perfect the draft import-export plan for the 1981-85 period accord- 
ing to a positive tormula but on a scientific basis and to take specific 
measures to ensure attainment of the set targets (draw up a uniform program 
with the main export goods as target). 





Besides the above-mentioned two central tasks, it is necessary to continue to 
improve and reorganize the managerial task--management of the sector and 
units directly subordinate to the ministry--with the objective of developing 
the effect of the managerial task on economic administration, regulating ac- 
tivities of import-export organizations directly subordinate to various sec- 
tors and localities on the basis of the state law and system of state monop- 
oly of foreign trade and economic relations with foreign countries, simul- 
taneously and tightly managing units directly subordinate to the ministry 
while expanding the basic units' right to take initiatives in business and 
St. ocsthening their financial independence. On the other hand, it is neces- 
saiy to determine an organizational model for the sector and to improve the 
sector's organizational system at home and abroad and in the ministry's or- 
gans and grassroots business units. 


Along with the above-mentioned principal tasks, it is necessary to continue 

to step up the struggle movement against negativism, to strengthen political 
and ideological leadership, to link this task with the political mission and 
to step up the emulation in promoting the fulfillment of the state plan and 

the sector's missions. 

















In the last months of 1981, we will be faced with heavy tasks and a la 
volume of work and will have to overcome many difficulties. Therviore, to 
achieve the set targets and fulfill the plan entrusted by the party and 
State, unit leaders must not only have a high determination and warm enthu- 
siasm--which is not enough--but must also apply a scientific working method, 
draw up a specific program and plan, know how to organize and motivate the 
entire unit to concentrate strength and focus all efforts on central tasks, 
consider research important, try to direct affairs and deal promptly with 

key problems, follow up and settle affairs urgently and completely, review 
the situation and draw experiences weekly and periodically and oppose bureau- 
cratic working manners involving excessive administrative formalities that 
smack of officialdom.

These 
speeches dealt with the achievements and experience in ful- 
filling the 1982 state plan in their localities and mentioned 
many measures to be taken in connection with organization, 
policies and procedures to properly fulfill the 1983 socio- 
economic plan and the targets to be reached by 1985. 


As we are limited by space, we hereunder print some ex- 
cerpts from a number of deputies’ speeches dealing with 
the measures to be taken to fulfill the 1983 socioeconomic 
plan and the targets to be reached by 1985. 


Resolving Raw Materials Problem, Organizing Production and Living Condi- 


tions 


In 1983, Hanoi pays attention to developing industry and handicrafts by quickly 
increasing the volume of essential consumer goods and goods for export, man- 
ufacturing ordinary farm implements and tools and parts for small and spe- 
cialized equipment used in agriculture and other economic sectors of the 


12h, 























municipality and the provinces and quickly increasing the quantities of prox 
essed grain products and foods, textile materials, metal consumer goods, 
embroideries and laces; tries to satisfy the need for repairs of machines ana 
equipment; and attaches importance to economic effectiveness and to improv- 
ing quality and reducing costs of products. It proposes an increase in the 
rate of industrial development in 1983 of 15.8 percent as compared with [%>5-, 
including an increase of 19 percent in the consumer goods industry and an in- 
crease of 40 percent in the volume of export goods. 


The goal of agricultural production in rural Hanoi is to increase food produc- 
tion for the municipality, to increase the volume of agricultural products for 
export and to grow more industrial crops. In 1983, it strives to obtain an 
yield of 5.5-6 tons/hectare and a paddy production of from 400,000 to 410, 000 
tons, to build an intensive cultivation zone to obtain an yield of 8-9 tons /hec- 
tare and a corn-growing intensive cultivation zone to get 25-30 quintals/hec- 
tare, to quickly increase the number of hogs raised by the cooperatives, to 
boost the production of vegetables to more than 220,000 tons and to vigorously 
increase the cultivation of soybeans, peanut and tobacco. 


To develop production and to fulfill the 1983 state plan and the targets to be 
reached by 1985, we think that efforts must be concentrated on resolving the 


following problems: 


1, Energy and raw materials are being ina state o;' extreme imbalance. There 
must be immediate measures to take inventory of, inspect and get to know 
again all of the raw materials and materials in stock or left unused in organs 
and enterprises, and the state must make the necessary adjustments. To at- 
tach importance to exploiting the potential capabilities of the raw materials 
and materials in different localities. To widen the cooperation among locali- 
ties in order to get additional sources of such raw materials as coal, wood, 
rattan, bamboo and other farm and forest products, through the formula of 
signing exchange or joint-business contracts, to create favorable conditions 
for each locality to develop production and to resolve the problems related to 


the living conditions. 


To save energy and raw materials is a practical capability to reduce difficul- 
ties and to increase production: it is necessary to review and check again the 
materials norms, to set rational materials norms and on this basis to try to 
lower the rate of consumption of energy and raw materials per unit product. 
To concentrate leadership on rational and economical distribution and use of 
electric power and on urgently improving the electric power network in order 
to receive new sources.

Importance must 
be attached to product-quality norms, technical application and imurovement 
and the norms having to do with reducing costs and making profit in order to 
fight against the tendency to go after quantity and production at any costs. 


To achieve division of labor based on specialization and cooperation in organ- 
ization of production. In addition to specialization and cooperation, standard- 
ization is necessary for a number of products which are ina position to ac- 
commodate it. This is the way of organizing production that offers a consider- 
able possibility to quickly improve product quality. Under the conditions of 
our economy having many ownership components, we should organize procuct 
groups. The task of the latter is to improve techniques, to improve manaye- 
ment, to fully use the output of machinery and equipment and raw materials, 

to apply new industrial capabilities, to raise the quality of products and to cre- 
ate new products, to set rational norms and to raise economic effectiveness. 


3. To resolve problems having to do with the living conditions of workers, civ- 
il servants and the armed forces is an urgent need and basic requirement to 
step up the production movement and to limit the negative aspects in produc- 


tion and society. 


To actively reorganize and improve circulation and distribution, to firmly 
maintain guidance and control of prices in both the organized and free markets, 
not to let people deliberately raise prices and to fight against the negative as- 
pects are the measures that must be vigorously carried out in order to reduce 
the difficulties that we should not have in the first place and to bring a higher 
degree of stability to the living conditions.

PARTY ORGANIZATION, BUILDING IN 1982 REVIEWED; NEW TASKS SET FORTH 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Jan 83 pp l, 4 


[Text] VNA--From 4 to 8 January, the Party Central Committee Organization 
Department held a conference to review the 1982 party organization and 
building task and to discuss the program, missions and tasks in 1953 and the 


coming years. 


The conference was attended by nearly 300 cadres in charge of party 
organization and building in the centrally run sectors and all locaiities 


throughout the country. 


The conference was presided over by Nguyen Duc Tam, member of the Political 
Bureau, secretary of the Party Central Committee and director of the Party 
Central Committee Organization Department. 


The conference heard a report on the state of party organization and building 
in 1982 and three reports dealing specifically with the task of reviewing the 
issuance of party membership cards and the policies and measures aimed at 
continuing to expel from the party persons who are no longer qualified for 
party membership and to build a contingent of honest, steadfast and strong 
party members; with the formulation and continuous perfection of a project 
about leading and management cadres; and with the need to exert every effort 
to build stable and strong district and grassroots party organizations with 
the aim of building up districts and reinforcing the district level. 

The districts of Tho Xuan (Thanh Hoa), Dien Ban (Quang Nam-Da Nang), Long Phu 
(Hau Giang) and Hai Ninh (Quang Ninh)--4 out of 51 district party organi- 
zations recently commended by the Party Central Committee Secretariat--and a 
number of grassroots party organizations reported on experiences in organizing 
and building the party over the past years, especially in building stable and 
strong district party organizations, in raising the quality of party 
activities and in improving the party members’ qualifications through the 
issuance of party cards. The conference heard a report on experiences in 
formulating and implementing the project about leading and management cadres 
of the geologic sector in the recent past. 





The conference carefully reviewed three concentrated tasks of the party 
organization and building sector in 1982 which were the preparation for and 
conduct of the congresses of party organizations at all levels, the 
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recapitulation of the issuance of party cards and the contiauous strengthening 
»f the cadres’ contingent from the central to grassroots level. 


Along with the successes and new progress achieved in all localities and 
fields--economic, cuitural, social, etc.--, the task of organizing and 


building the party last year showed noteworthy efforts and changes, obtained 
many good results and contributed to promoting the implementation of the 
Fifty Party Congress resolution by all sectors and localities across the 


couatry and to the emergence of new factors and changes. 


On the other hand, the task of organizing and building the party in 1982 
revealed that there still existed shortcomings and problems requiring quicx

The conference discussed the program on the mission and task of organizing 
and building the party in 1983 and the coming years which should focus 
adequately on the following six specific tasks:

HANOI IMPORT-EXPORT FEDERATION SUCCEEDS IN 1980 
Hanoi NGOAI THUONG in Vietnamese Jan 81 pp 23-25

Export Corporations’ Operations"/ 


/Text/ Like many other of the city's economic sectors, implementation of the 
Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations’ plan encountered considerable 
difficulties over the past year. Energy and fuel for the production and 
transportation of export goods were in seriously short supply, raw materials 
were supplied sporadically and, in certain periods, also unevenly, and even 
merchandise packaging also was in short supply. The weather, especially 
Typhoon No 4, had an adverse impact on the production of a number of export 
agricultural commodities such as pepper, fresh flowers, essential oil, etc. 
The price of raw materials and cost of living rose while the purchase price 
for export goods failed to change accordingly, affecting the income of the 
laborer. Alongside this, the shortage of storehouses, workshops, and means 
of transportation, the imbalance between the organization and cadre structure 
and the requirements of the task, unstable export business practices, etc., 
also created many obstacles for the federation's operations. 


Nevertheless, with the import-export business direction and structure oriented 
toward exploiting the strength and capabilities of the local economy determined 
and cited in the resolution of the eight municipal party organization congress 
and with the springboard of enthusiasm from overfulfilling the 1979 plan, the 
Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations, in conjunction with the 

efforts of sectors and levels in the city, developed advantages, sought ways 

to overcome difficulties, and gradually extricated itself from entanglements 

to successfully carry out the 1980 plan, exceeding by 16.6 percent the plan 
norm assigned by the city--a 40.2 percent increase over the year before. 
Virtually all the enterprises, stations and shops completed the plan. The 
Woven Rattan and Bamboo Enterprise is the unit which completed the plan the 
earliest. Many essential items, accounting for a large amount of the 
federation's business, exceed the plan norm and rose over the previous vear: 
embroidery and lace exceeded the plan by 5.4 percent, a 48.8 percent increase 
over the previous year; thin jute carpeting exceeded by 52 percent, an increase 
of 48 percent over the previous year; woven rattan and bamboo exceeded by 

7.5 percent, a 28.4 percent increase over the previous year; fresh flowers, 
although not meeting the plan level, increased 42 percent over 1979. Other 
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norms of the Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations also were 
satisfactorily fulfilled, such as the norm for expenses which was down 0.15 
percent compared with the plan and 13 percent lower than the previous year; 
labor productivity increased 14 percent on the average while profits almost 
quadrupled that of the previous year. Compared with previous years, 
implementation of the federation's plan over the past year was more effective 
and stable, with an even pace of development, particularly the first quarter 
which exceeded by 10 percent, the second quarter by 6 percent, etc. During 
the fourth quarter of 1979, up to 40 percent of the annual plan had to be 
carried out. 





Thanks to overfulfilling the plan, the Hanoi Federation of Import-Export 
Corporations partially compensated for a number of other sectors’ deficit in 
the export plan, enabling the entire city to carry out the export plia 
assigned by the state. Through its operations, the federation contributed to 
maintaining jobs for more than 42,000 laborers producing export goods and 
also drew in an additional 2,300 laborers; contributed accumulated profits to 
the municipal budget, the amount of profits paid considerably exceeding the 
assigned plan and almost quadrupling that of 1979; and, at the same time, 
initially contributed to balancing the locality's monetary deficit. Export 
operations on the Spot and according to the local plan brought in two and 
halt times the fo gn currency to the city and contributed more than 10 


times that of He previous year to the central government. 


What needs to be emphasized here is that in past years under the guidance of 
party resolutions, especially the resolutions of the Fifth and Sixth Plenums 
of the Central Committee, and the concern of the Municipal VCP Committee, the 
entire municipality, at all party committee and administrative echelons, 
underwent new changes in perceptions toward the foreign trade of the locality 
and, from that, devoted attention to making a contribution toward stepping up 
this effort. Of the four fundamental issues raised with regard to the city's 
foreign trade, two have thus far been resolved--goods orientation and structure 
as well as policy, and principles for producing export yoods. On the basis 
of investigating and reviewing the locality's export effort over many past 
years, the city has fired upon the import-export business orientation and 
structure tied to the local economic structure which is intended to exploit 
the strength and capabilities of the locai economy and form the basis for 

the Federation of Import-Export Corporations to expand implementation of the 


plan. 


Many problems concerning economic inducement measures and policies for 
developing the production, exploitation and purchase of export goods were 
partially resolved in 1979 and, during the past vear, continued to be further 
refined and improved with a more positive spirit. At the end of 1979, while 
the production of export items such as rattan and bamboo, embroidery w 
carpeting, etc., in Hanoi was fluctuating and some places had hung up the 
loom, the citv promptly came up with solutions in matters within the local 
purview, such as adjusting a number of prices and regulating taxes and level 
of income in order to boost the laborer's salary. This consequently had a 
positive effect on keeping the production of these items from not falling but 
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also increased it somewhat. Through the goods exchange method of foreign 
trade organs buying agricultural commodities for export and selling back 
number of consumer industrial items (e.g., wool shirts, plastic sandals, etc.) 
and through tests with a number of items, the results achieved far exceeded 
expectations. For example, a village in Gia Lam District, upon announcement 
of the goods exchange method, registered to sell double the quantity of the 
total level of goods the city's organs had targetted. Thanks to good organiza- 
tion, tight guidance measures, incorporating the three interests, ziving due 
attention to the interest of the laborer, the Hanoi Federation of Import-Export 
Corporations, in only a short period of time, brought back 2,000 tons of 
nitrate fertilizer from the Haiphong port to promptly support fields on the 
outskirts of the city at an inconspicuous loss rate (0.16 percent) while the 
permissable rate was 3 percent and while some places importing this type of 
commodity were, in actuality, losing up to 10 percent. 


One could say that, during the past period, Hanoi was the locality which tairly 
effectively and courageously applied measures and policies to prod the economy, 
and the results achieved were relatively obvious. The Hanoi Federation of 
Import-Export Corporations considers this to be the important factor which 
needs to be firmly grasped, correctly applied, and simultaneously carried out 
while drawing experience in order to develop the effect to the highest extent. 
However, the federation feels that the correct policy must also be to know 

how to closely organize and manage, in conjunction with encouraging thinking 
and increasing the masses' sense of responsibility and concept of collective 
ownership. 


Last year Hanoi was permitted to directly import and export a number of items, 
and this initially had the effect of creating conditions for foreign trade to 
more satisfactorily support the development of the local economy. Througi 
this activity, the federation directly exported a number of items (dried, 
salted golden apple, longan fruit, peanut oil, etc.) according to the loca! 
plan, earning $160,000. At the same time, it imported to the locality a 
number of supplies and merchandise such as 2,000 tons of chemical fertilizer, 
80 tons of cotton yarn, and an amount of weaving needles and elastic valued 

at over $100,000 to support the city's production and standard of living. 


In 1981, while the city's economic situation remained fraught with difficulties, 
foreign trade not only could neither come to a halt nor decline but instead 

had to increase. This was considered to be one of the very important 
directions for developing production, improving the standard of living and 
providing additional jobs to the people. Striving to make export items 

really well according to the plan the central government assigned to the 
locality and, at the same time, rapidly expanding import-export operations 
according to the local plan contributed to pushing the development of the 
city's economy. With this spirit, the principal objectives in 1981 of the 
Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations are to: strive to achieve the 
total export value assigned by the city and to register a high of 20 million 
dong; maintain jobs for the existing 45,000 laborers who produce export 

goods, train new ones and attract approximately 10,000 additional laborers; 
deliver approximately 1,000 tons of raw materials to industry and 10,000 tons 
of fertilizer to agriculture, firmly maintain and expand production, and create 
additional export goods; strive to increase collection of foreign currency 





























tor both the central government and the city, contribute to the city s cash 
balance and pay accumulation to the state greater than the previous venur; at 
the same time, actively contribute to alleviating difficulties in the standard 
of living through the foregoing efforts. 

To carry out the above objectives, Hanoi foreign trade is actively solving a 
number of problems such as: clearly determining export items accordiny to 

the central plan and export items according to the local plan so the localities 
can actively apply policies to stimulate production; continuing to satisfactorilv 
resolve policy problems with a view toward encouraging expansion of production 
and controlling the source of export goods oriented to satisfactorily incor- 
porating the three interests; even more closely tying the foreign trade 
operation to production and, through the foreign trade operation, supporting 

and pushing development of the local economy; rapidiy strengthening the materia! 
and technical base such as the workshops, storehouses, means of transportation, 
etc., of the Federation of Import-Export Corporations; revamping and strength- 
ening the organizational structure and improving the qualifications and 
knowledge of cadres; at the same time, strengthening economic management 
measures, combatting negative phenomena, and vigorously using economic 
inducements in export production and business. 





The 1981 plan which the Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations must 
Carry out is rather heavy and faced with manv difficulties. Alongside this, 
however, there also are some very basic advantages. The Municipal VCP 
Committee and the municipality's People's Committee and responsible organs 
are very concerned about export efforts; sectors and levels in the locality 
also have a new awareness of foreign trade. Thoroughly understanding the 
tenor of the directive from the Party Central Committee Secretariat and the 
Standing Committee of the Council of Ministers, the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and functional agencies, general corporations, and import-export corporations 
clearly realize responsibilities and are ready to do anything thev can to 
contribute even more to the capitol. Although negative phenomena remain in 
the federation, positive factors are increasingly emerging and a new way of 
conducting business is taking shape. With these advantages and developing the 
achievements and good experiences of previous years, the Hanoi Federation of 
Import-Export Corporations definitely will splendidly complete the tasks of 
the 1981 plan, the opening year of the third 5-year plan, 1981-1985.

INTERVIEW SHOWS WATER CONSERVANCY ROLE IN AGRICULTURE

| Interview with Water Conservancy Minister Nguyen Canh Dinh: '' Most Im- 
portant Goal of Water Conservancy Work'"' | 


| Text } Editor's note: To serve the efforts to successfully fulfill 
the 1983 agricultural production plan, NHAN DAN has 
con? -ted an interview with Water Conservancy Minister 


Nguyen Canh Dinh. 


Question: Along the line of an in-depth exploitation of the existing materia! and 
technical bases, may we suggest that you tell us about the most essential 
measures to raise the efficiency of water conservancy works in agriculture as 
they serve the practice of intensive cultivation? 


Answer: First of all, let me answer right away: this matter is the most im- 
portant goal that the entire water conservancy sector is trying to attain with 
greater and greater results. But this is also a process that takes several 
years in which we gradually see the progress and strengths we need to develop 
further and the obstacles and shortcomings we need to avoid. 


A few years ago, we also realized that efficiency was quite a weakness we had, 
which led to investing quite a lot of money and energy in building but brought 
about little efficiency. In the past, the key works had reached only about 
40-50 percent of the planned output. That rather bad situation was gradually 
overcome as we launched the movements to perfect irrigation and to emulate 
the Cau Ghe irrigation group. 


We must also fully realize that the question of ra’ _—S_—s thee efficiency of a proj- 
ect involves many factors which can be divided into two processes to be both 
completed with high technical quality. They are the process of building the 
project and creating the sources of water, with such jobs as basic investiga - 
tion, planning and execution of the plan, and the process of managing and 
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exploiting the project. Ina nutshell, management and exploitation determines 
the quality and perfects the building process while being in itself a iong-term 
process to directly develop the usefulness of a project toward production. Con- 
sequently, we consider management and exploitation the most important jcb 
that has the most decisive meaning for agricultural production. 


Question: May we suggest that you tell us about your policy in the time to come 
in connection with the management and exploitation of water conservancy works’ 
Answer: In the 1983 water conservancy plan as well as from now until 1955, 
our jobis to try to serve agriculture and is aimed first at fulfilling the tasx 
and goal of producing grain. To do so, we are maintaining the direction we 
have set, i.e., going in depth, raising the efficiency of the works, concentrat- 
ing primarily on management and exploitation and paying special attention to 
the high-production rice-growing zones. To say so does not mean we under - 
estimate building anew, but we would build only the projects that are extreme- 
ly necessary and can quickly become useful, with less expenses but more ef- 
ficiency. At the same time, we need to complete the projects that are under 
construction so as to put them to work early. Management, exploitation, as 
well as new construction, must be aimed first at fully exploiting the natural 
advantages of water sources and getting the highest degree of selt-drainage, 
with the working method to suit the conditions permitted by available money 
and materials. To vigorously launch a people's movement to build by them- 
selves the medium and small water conservancy works in accordance with the 
motto, ' The state and the people work together. '' 





About management and exploitation, depending on the actual situation in each 
zone, we recommend appropriate needs and measures and particularly are in- 
terested in the two key regions, the Mekong River and Red River deltas. Our 
ministers, deputy ministers and many groups of capable cadres have been 
given work to do in the Mekong River delta and sent to the provinces to make 
careful on-the-spot surveys, to work in the fields and to collect the people's 
initiatives in doing water conservancy work and carrying on production. At 
the same time, we have held symposiums with local cadres anda number of 
scientists who were interested in water conservancy. So far we have felt en- 
couraged as we saw quite clearly the potentially good directions and measures 
offered different localities. For instance, the Dong Thap Muoi zone of acid 
and alkaline soil: at a symposium among representatives of three provinces -- 
Dong Thap, Long An and Tien Giang -- anda number of scientists, they affirm- 
ed the realistic results of the recent water conservancy work as coming from 
digging canals to bring fresh water from Tien River and building drainage ca- 
nals to carry off alkali at the beginning of the rainy season. 


Even the zone of swampy soil covered with water throughout the year and cap- 
able of accommodating only the tenth-month rice crop with low yield and 
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unstable output has by now had typical improvements pointing to a way out. 
For instance, the exnerience in doing water conservancy work of the Tan Long 
Hoi production collective (in Mang Thit District, Cuu Long Province), which 
extended to 3,600 hectares the area in the district that was drained and then 
plowed, raised the crop yield substantially and thus opened up a new direction 


for the water-covered zone. 


In the zone of partially saline soil along the coast of Kien Giang, Minh Hai and 
Ben Tre Provinces, thanks to canals and ditches bringing in fresh water from 
Hau River and sluices and dams preventing salinity, there have been typical 
cases of extending the cultivated areas, obtaining high crop yields through 
multicropping and intensive cultivation and creating high-production rice- 





growing zones. 


The new typical examples that have been appearing in different zones in the 
Mekong River delta can be considered the starting point signaling nossible ex- 
tension and a ''change of the situation'' in each zone. These factors are being 
put to use on a trial basis in many provinces and districts as we hope to mul- 
tinoly and extend them for the purpose of exploiting the great potentia! of the 
Mekong River delta and further raising the present land-use coefficient of 1. | 
depending on the actual conditions in different zones in the direction of inten- 
sive cultivation, multicropping and increase of the cultivated area. 


We have decided that the roots of the water conservancy movement in the Me- 
kong River delta must be at the basic level and come with self-understanding 
on the part of the organized farmers. Therefore, we have a policy calling for 
launching a movement to emulate the Cau Ghe irrigation group throughout the 
Mekong River delta, which is called the '' Build water conservancy units at the 
basic level’ movement and consists of these criteria: building embankments, 
ditches and sluices; having people specifically assigned to manage their use; 
and being able to launch a mass movement for enthusiastic participation in the 
water conservancy work. Each of these units operates within the boundaries 
of the adjacent canals and tries not to hamper the expansion of water commu- 


nications. 


Thus the immediate guidelines and tasks for the Mekong River delta are the 
following: dredging canals, digging anew drainage canals, stepping up small- 
scale water conservancy work in the fields, building a number of medium-size 
water conservancy works in necessary locations, continuing to conduct basic 
investigations and getting prepared for investment in large-scale building later. 


For the Red River delta, the principal direction is as follows: concentrating on 
management and exploiting the existing works. To resolve the problem of the 
zones that are flooded every year mainly by drainage works and domestically 
produced pumps. To have plans for active prevention and control of flood 








with the following work to be done: draining fill-in water, building a closed 

network of embankment and drainage ditches and applying the formula of bury- 
ing, spreading and draining ina systematic manner. To pay attention to pre- 
vention and control of flood, protection of production along with good manage- 


i 


ment and exploitation of water conservancy works. 


For other regions like the central part of the country, the Central Highlands, 
midlands and highlands, we continue to build up farm land and to create water 
sources by means of medium and small works, with the motto ''The state and 
the people work together.'' The Trung Bo provinces are to pay attention to 
harvesting the summer-autumn rice crop before the flood season each year. 
The localities that enjoy new favorable factors like installation of power trans- 
mission lines must actively prepare themselves for construction of a number 
of appropriate pump stations to increase the sources of water and drainage 


for agriculture.

[Text] In 1982, Quang Nam--Da Nang Province scored great victories on the 
agricultural front: it produced 520,000 tons of grain, exceeding the state plan 
goal by 1. 6 percent and increasing by 28,000 tons as compared with 19581. 
The average rice crop yield was 30 quintals/hectare/crop, an increase of 3 
quintals as compared with the year before. Four districts obtained especially 
high rice crop yields: Hoa Vang 9.2 tons, Duy Xuyen 9.7 tons, Dien Ban 11.2 
tons and Dai Loc 11.7 tons.

In 
the midlands and highlands, to achieve combined agriculture and forestry and 
to step up the pli »f special-product trees and plants like cinnamon, jack- 
fruit, pepper, re. dwarf bamboo, etc., with over |! million new cinnamon 
trees to be planted. The province is also developing the medicina) plants to be 
used in the treatment of diseases and for export, with efforts being concen- 
trated on a number of major plants like peppermint, lotus, cardamom, etc., 
and raising the area for these plants to 400 hectares. 

















Recognizing more and more the importance of export and import, this year 
Quang Nam-Da Nang Province actively steps up production of agricultural 
products for export as it wants to use the latter to import what is needed to 
serve agriculture in a lasting and steady manner.

The guidelines of the province for development of animal husbandry is to s 
up the latter in all 3 sectors -- the state-operated, collective and family- 
based sectors -- in order to raise the herd of hogs to 550,000 heads, an in- 
crease of more than 10,000 heads over 1982, to ensure having 20,000 tons of 
pork, live weight, to reach the weight of 50 kilograms each as the hogs go to 
market and to have the average per capita production of 13 kilograms of pork; 
to increase the herd sizes to 120,000 cows and 34,000 water buffaloes; and to 
step up raising fowls to make sure the numbers of birds being raised will all 
be larger than those in the previous year. 


One of the major measures to step up agricultural production is to redistrib- 
ute labor. In addition to continuing to send people from the densely populated 
areas to the new economic zones within and outside of the province, this year 
the province encourages and provides guidelines to the districts and coopera- 
tives in the delta to join the highland districts in doing work in agriculture 
and forestry, such as a joining of Da Nang Municipality with Hien District, 
Hoa Vang and Dai Loc Districts with Giang District, etc.; a joining among 
cooperatives and an.ong districts, which are to help one another to develop 
the potential capabilities of their labor and land and the strengths of each 
zone; and a number of agricultural cooperatives in the delta perhaps opening 
their production components in the midlands or highlands. To step up agri- 
cultural and industrial production, the districts will establish joint industrial 
and agricultural enterprises, such as the joint mulberries-silkworms-silk 
and bricks-tiles enterprises in Dien Ban District. The cooperatives are to 
vigorously develop various occupations, to combine agriculture and industry 
from the basic level on, to boost income, to create favorable conditions for 
shaping an agricultural-industrial structure at the district level and to vigor- 
ously step up the social labor division. 





Under the leadership of the VCP Central Committee, relying on the experi- 
ences of its districts, especially Dien Ban, a district having a strong party 
organization and having scored great achievements in many fields, Quang

MINH HAI PROVINCE INCREASES MARINE PRODUCT EXPORTS

| Article: ''Minh Hai Exports Marine Products'' | 


[Text] In 1982, the volume of marine products caught by Minh Hai Province 
totaled 78, 300 tons (an increase of 34.5 percent over the goal of its all-year 
plan and of 7,000 tons as compared with 1981), including the shrimp catch of 
14, 310 tons (or twice the goal set in its plan); marine product purchases to- 
taled 24,000 tons, or twice its goal and 1.1 times as compared with the vol- 
ume of marine products purchased by the northern coastal provinces; the val- 
ue of foreign exchange obtained was more than double as compared with its 
goal and nearly triple as compared with the year before. 


With the foreign exchange it obtained from marine product exports, the prov- 
ince imported 498 tons of chemical fertilizers, 50 tons of insecticide, 5,000 
tons of cement, 1,000 tons of steel, hundreds of tons of oil and consumer 
goods of various kinds all valued at 40 million dong. Its marine products 
sector continued to adopt the new managerial mechanism, with management 
of production being divided and assigned to districts along with rational dis- 
tribution of profits and management of goods and products. Forty pvercent of 
the foreign exchange the locality had the right to use was put aside for import- 
ing materials for fishery and maintaining a state of balance in the sector, 

40 percent for investment for the benefit of districts and 20 percent for im- 
porting materials and consumer goods, with the excess resulting from price 
differentials being used as turnover bonuses based on the quantities of shrimp 
exported. Eight district, 29 village and 52 hamlet marine products commit- 
tees were consolidated. The key districts set up their own level-3 corpora- 
tions to directly assume leadership and to control sources of goods. 


The province controlled the major strategic goods, which were shrimp and 
marine products for export, and assigned the rest to districts to take care of. 
The district and village sectors were all concentrating on buying large

quantities of goods; the marine products sector was adopting the system of 
awarding contracts and bonuses to producers and purchasing shrimp of good 


quality. 


By taking many measures to encourage production, the districts and produc- 
tion installations were catching shrimp all year round. The shrimp-raising 
areas totaled 11,000 hectares, an increase of 11 times over the year before, 
with the rate of productivity of shrimp-raising being 200-250 kilograms per 


hectare.

NEED FOR HIGH-PRODUCTION RICE-GROWING ZONES STRESSED

| Editorial: '' Building High-Production Rice-Growing Zones'' } 


[Text] Rice accounts for the largest part of our grain production and is the 
most precious carbohydrate in the life of our people. The rice-growing area 
is increased by multicropping and opening of new land in conjunction with ef- 
fectively taking water conservancy and biological measures appropriate for 
different zones, but in general it has definite limits. Intensive cultivation is 
the basic measure and the realistic capability to raise rice production, and 

at the same time makes the rice-growing land richer everyday, as the reso- 
lutions of the 5th Party Congress and the 3rd Plenum of the VCP Central Com- 
mittee have pointed out. This direction must be fully understood for the en- 
tire rice-growing area, for both wet rice and dry rice. 


For the country as a whole, beside the two largest important grain crop- 
growing zones, the Mekong and Red River deltas, every locality, including 
the highland provinces and former Zone 4, must determine its own important 
grain crop-growing zones in order to concentrate its energy on practicing in- 
tensive cultivation. These are the zones that offer the largest rice and rice 
commodity production, which determines the fulfillment of rice production 
plans, both national and local. We should strive to have by 1985 the high- 
production rice-growing zones accounting for one-third of the total area of 
rice-growing and supplying one-half of the total annual volume of paddy. 


To provide concentrated guidance with stress on important points is the best 
method to obtain the best economic results. This method of guidance is ap- 
plied to agriculture in the building of high-production rice-growing zones in 
the agricultural zones and in each locality. The high-production rice-growing 
zones are where the natural conditions are relatively favorable, conditions 
are good for being self-sufficient in water, the movement to establish cooper- 
atives has been strongly and steadily developed and farmers have relatively 
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progressive crop-growing habits. In these zones, we need only to invest cer- 
tain additional quantities of materials, to strengthen the managerial work, to 
fully implement the policies that have been adopted and to apply uniform tecn- 
niques in order to raise the productivity of our land in the least costly man- 
ner. As agricultural production still depends for an important part on the 
natural conditions, with the existing material and technical bases and acquirec 
experience in production, the agricultural production of these zones is rela- 
tively stable and thus contributes to stabilizing production throughout the coun - 
try, as well as in each locality, even if the weather situation presents some 
difficulties. The experience acquired over more than 2 years of providing 
guidance in agricultural production has proved this fact: the building of high- 
production rice-growing zones has made realistic contributions to raising 
crop production in the country as a whole and in each locality as well. 


Agricultural production is spread over a vast space. Every piece of land, 
every locality and every zone occupies a definite and important position in the 
national economy. While providing guidance for the building of high-produc- 
tion rice-growing zones, we must pay attention to practicing intensive culti- 
vation uniformly in all zones. If the high-output zones bring about a stable 
volume of paddy production, the degree of uniformity as applicable to eacn 
ricefield and each locality then determines an increase of production. The 
localities that obtain low crop yields usually are where the average areas are 
large or where many difficulties exist and production is not enough to feed 
people. To raise the yields there usually quickly increases the volume of 
commodities and helps the localities that have difficulties to satisfy by them- 
selves the need for grain, and thus has a significance both economic and so- 


cial. 


To reach high production in each zone we must take many measures, first ot 
all the technical and managerial ones. Since the zones that have been deter - 
mined as high-production rice-growing ones normally have water conser- 
vancy works already, the first important thing to do is to perfect the works 
that have been built so as to fully use their watering and drainage capacities; 
to move toward making watering and drainage suit the growth of crops; at the 
same time, to build additional medium and small water conservancy works, 
with capital provided by the localities and labor by the people. For these 
zones, we must effectively use the technical materials in which the state has 
made additional investment and at the same time launch a movement to widely 
use various kinds of organic fertilizers and alluvium-rich water and to prac- 
tice crop rotation and mixing of crops with leguminous plants in order to im- 
prove the soil and to raise crop yields. We must perfect the rice variety sys- 
tem, restore the vitality of the purebred varieties and develop high-yielding 
new varieties, as well as the ones that are resistant to harmful insects, 
drought, flood, acidity and salinity and suitable for the natural conditions 
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in each zone, as the responsible state organs have determined ior tne pur- 
pose of practicing intensive cultivation to raise cron yields. 


We must step up the process of socialist transformation in agriculture, cease- 
lessly consolidate the new production relationships, strengthen management 
of cooperatives and production collectives and link this task with bringing sci- 
entific and technical progresses into production so as to raise rice crop yield 
in the high-production rice-growing zones. To heighten the collective owner- 
ship system, to correctly implement the policies that encourage production 
and the product contract system and at the same time to firmly fight against 
the negative aspects will create the spiritual and material motivation for de- 
velooment of rice production in these zones. 


The state organs are responsible for helping the high-production rice-growing 
zones to carry out their plan and at the same time adopting appropriate poli- 
cies to ensure the interests of both the collective and working people in the 
zone in compliance with the principle of socialist distribution. But the party 
Organizations and people in the high-production rice-growing zones must 
clearly see their responsibility toward the country; further heighten the spirit 
of self-sufficiency and self-strengthening; strive to move forward by using 
first of all their labor, land and existing material and technical base; and con- 
tribute to production development and increase of the commodities made avail- 
able to the state for distribution and for satisfying the needs of society as a 


whole.

INCREASES IN FOOD PRODUCTION, FOOD EXPORT REPORTED

in Order To Raise Gross Product Value by 27 Percent and Export Value by 50 
Percent] 


[Text] (VNA) Recently, in Ho Chi Minh City, the Ministry of Food held a con- 
ference to review its 1982 work and discuss measures to carry out the 1983 task, 
in line with the resolution of the Third Plenum of the Party Central Committee 
designed continually to help the sector achieve further progress. 


Last year, despite difficulties in supplies, raw materials and energy, the en- 
tire sector has successfully carried out party and state new economic policies 
and regulations, fully exploiting the dynamism of each basic installation, and 
implementing the formuias of combined industrial-agricultural production and 
economic association between central and local echelons, so as to create new 
changes in management and production. The whole sector has achieved 111.8 per- 
cent in terms of gross product value, up 19.07 percent from last year; and 
110.42 percent in terms of export value, up 47.3 percent from last year; its 
capital accumulation, contribution to state budget and labor productivity have 


all exceeded plan. 


Despite many difficulties, Integrated Cigarette Enterprise 2 has overfulfilled 
production norms by 8.53 percent and export norms by 9 percent by actively ac- 
quiring raw and auxiliary materials for cigarette production. Although they 
have received just enov;zh raw materials from the state for 35 million liters 

of beer, integrated beer enterprises have produced 55.5 million liters, due to 
joint production with the localities and to importation of raw materials with 
their own capital. Through both raw material importation and cooperation with 
Ho Chi Minh City, the Integrated Milk, Coffee and Pastry Enterprise has pro- 
duced a number of cans of condensed milk that is more than 2.3 times larger 
than the one based on raw material allocations. The enterprise has also cooper- 
ated with Dac Lac Province to acquire raw materials for instant coffee produc- 
tion for export. The Song Lo Integrated Industrial-Agricultural Tea Enter- 
prise has taken upon itself the sending of supplies, grain and gouds to cooper- 
atives, stepping up intensive tea planting, paying attention to the livelihood

L Text; Ha Nam Ninn nas sown nearly 15,900 nectares of rice seedlings, but 
is still snort of the area sown in fifth montn-spring rice. In order to plant 
all of its 145,000 nectares of rice tne province needs about 2,000 additional 
hectares of rice seedlings (including the area on which rice seedlings were 


killed by the cold weather). 


At present the Provincial Agricultural Service and the district agricultural 
sections are guiding the cooperatives in positively tending and protecting 


the area sown in Nong Nghiep 8 rice seedlings, especially those sown in mid- 
Lecember, and nave rapidly sent technical cadres to help the cooperatives make 
Calculations and rebalance the rice seedling area with the area to be trans- 

planted according to plan. Production bases which still lack rice seedlings 

are seeking ways to overcome that problem and are sowing additional thick- 
sown seedling, yard-grown seedlings, and seedlings grown on hard ground in 
late spring rice varieties. In order to have enough paddy to sow additiora

| In 1982 the nation's poultry developed at a rather rapid rate in 
comparison to the past few years. According to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
October 19862 the nation had more than 77 million head of pouitry, 4.4 

percent more than the plan norm and an increase of 10.5 percent over 1%1. Of 

nat total, the nortn had 40,237,000 head, which although only %.3 percent of 


an norm was an “inerease of 4.3 percent. The south had 36,990,000 head, 
recent more thar. the plan norm and an increase of 18.2 percent over 1981. 


In the provinces and municipalities there were more than 56 million chickens 
(which accounted for 73.5 percent of all poultry), an increase of 5.4 percent

over 1981. Of that total, the north had 34,390,000 chickens, an increase o- 
3.6 percent over 1981. The provinces and municipalities of the south were 
raising 22,380,000 chickens, an increase of 82 percent over 1981. A note- 
worthy fact was that there were 17, 348,000 hens (30.5 percent of the total 
number of chickens), an increase of 39 percent over 1981. 


Tne locaiities were also 
over 1981 and equal to 21.5 percent of all poultry. In the north there were 
4,582,000 ducks, an increase of 8.4 percent, and in the south there were 
12,058,000 ducks, an increase of 35.1 percent over 1981. In many provinces 
the number of female ducks was maintained and in some places the number inr- 
creased rather ao.

[Text] Hvdroelectric Potential of the Da River 


because the natural conditions and the river and stream network in our 

country are very favorable for this task. Of all the rivers in our country, 
the Da River has the greatest hydroelectric and water conservancy potential. 
Since it originates in a 1,500-meter high mountainous region and runs toward 
the delta, it has a fairly large waterflow equivalent to 48 percent of that 

of the Red River and the volume of its water current may reach a record high 
of 20,000 cubic meters per second during a heavy flood season. The electric 
power reserve to be provided by the Da River will be 25 billion kilowatt-hours 
--nearly 35 percent of the electric power reserve of the whole country. 
Once exploited, this hydroelectric and water conservancy potential will 
highly valuable but until conquered, it may have consequences leading to 
great damage. For thousands of years, the Da River has frequently been a 
threat of flood to the Red River delta. Of the more than 90 heavy floods 
occurring over the past 60 years or so, 42 were caused by the Da River.

Once exploited, the hydroelectric and water conservancy potential of the 
Da River will become a huge source of economic power since: 


--The Da River will be a source of motive power for hydroelectric power 
plants with an output of millions of kilowatts. 


--The Da River will be a "warehouse" containing several ten billion cubic 
meters of water with the function of regulating the source of water so that 
the Red River delta will be spared the flood and drought disaster. 


--The project's reservoir will be a place to develop the marine products, 
transportation, communications and tourist sectors and also to regulate the 
regional climate.

With a length of 950 kms, a basin area of 52,600 sq kms and 
and small streams flowing from the northwestern region into the main current, 


the Da River has a high degree of declivity marked by the existence of 75 
waterfalls and rapids. On reckoning, one had found that the Da River has 

two major gradation points suitable for hydroelectricity in [fa Bu and Hoa 
Binh. If a dam was to be built in Ta Bu, the advantage would be a water 
elevation of 200 meters versus only 128 meters in Hoa Binh. However, ii 
chosen as the project construction site, Hoa Binh would offer more advantages 
than Ta Bu because it would be a convenient place to transport materials and 
equipment and to combine economy with national defense and because its 
natural conditions would be appropriate for construction and for the creation 
of a position to continue to conquer the Da River at the Ta Bu elevation 
point.

scale ot the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Project 

The Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Project is the largest and most modern one in 
Southeast Asia which is on a world scale and for which the Soviet Union has 
helped us in the planning and technical field and supplied us with whole 
sets of equipment and machine. 

Looking at the plan view otf the project, we see that the section of 
Da River passing by Hoa Binh City flows between two great mountains which 
ire more than 100 meters high and are called Ong Tuong Mt. [t is precisely 
at this point that the river will be filled up and that a huge dam will be 
built to block up the river current. The dam will have a length of 640

meters, a height of 128 meters, a top thickness of 20 meters and a to 

kness o: 600 meters. On reckoning, one has found that more than 

20 million cubic meters of earth, rock, concrete, sand and gravel will have 
to be poured into this place. This volume is comparable to that of an 
entire mountain to be moved down onto the riverbed. Compared to tie already 
built Thac Ba Dam, the volume of the Hoa Binh Dam is 20 times larger. 


Once the dam is shaped up, an immense reservoir named after the Da River

The hydroelectric power station will be built underground in the 
mountain. This station will comprise 8 machine units having each an output 
of 240,000 kilowatts. Each of these machine units will thus be equivalent 

to nearly double the Thac Ba Hydroelectric Project and to three-fourths of 
the Tri An (Dong Nai) Hydroelectric Project on completion of construction. 
The total output of these 8 machine units will be 1.92 million kilowatts 
which will be double the total present electric output of the entire country. 
The operational spillway network will comprise 10 9-meter wide overflow 
chambers and 8 6x1l0-meter spillway tunnels. With a length of 1,000 meters, 

a width of 50 meters and a difference of 50 meters between 2? [water] 
elevations, the ship moving basin work will be able to bring 2,000-ton 

ships and 1,000-ton barges from the river up the reservoir and vice versa. 


On completion of construction, the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Project will not 
only produce 1.92 million kilowatts of electricity but will also have the 
effect of controlling floods by storing enough water in the reservoir to 
keep the Red River water level under 13 meters in Hanoi [during the rainy 
season] and of increasing the Red River current volume by 500 cubic meter 
per second during the dry season, thus providing this river with enough 
water to serve production and life. 


Advance to an Important Stage: Filling up the River 


During the process of building the Da River Hydroelectric Project, many 
Stages have been carried out such as the preparatory stage prior to starting 
construction and the initial stage of the construction of the principal 
works. Filling up the river is the forthcoming and most important stage. 

To build the latter work, our party and state have sent to the project site 
powerful construction forces including the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Project 
Building Corporation, the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Survey Corporation and army 
units such as the Bac Bac, 35th and 36th Groups, the aerial photography unit, 
the B65 Division and so on. Owing to the efforts exerted by the project 
building forces, the [envisaged] work execution speed has been maintained 

in the various stages. During the preparatory stage preceding the building 
of auxiliary works, the following works had been completed: Construction 

of 7.5 kms of industrial roads Nos l, 3, 6. 7, and 9, material warehouses 
Nos 2 and 3, a 50-ton explosive warehouse, 300,000 square meters of housing, 
a station with a 200,000-cubic meter capacity designed to mix concrete and 

to grind and screen [building materials], pipelines with a length of 6 kas, 
an auxiliary works zone, 2 pump stations and a 110-35-6 kilovolt transformer 
station; a geological survey of 3,000 meters [as published], and the digging 
of tunnels 3,000 meters in length. Ever since the beginning of construction, 
owing to the efforts of cadres and workers at the work site, important tasks 
had been completed such as drilling for mine explosion, the scooping up and 
transportation of over 1.7 million cubic meters of earth and rock on the bed 
of the right bank channel, the pouring of 6,000 cubic meters of concrete to 
form the area of the channel roof [mais keenh], the piling of over 1.2 million 
cubic meters of gravel and sand at both ends of the dam toe, the digging oi 
tunnels 300 meters in length, the excavation of 16,000 cubic meters of rock 
and the completion of 7 works at the auxiliary works zone.
